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Nervous Liberals redouble breakup warnings 



Quebec English turning to 3rd, 4th parties 


f attacks I'lS budget: ^We believe in Canmlu'* 


MONTREAL (CP) . As 
more than four million Que~ 
becers prepared to vote Mon¬ 
day, liberals redoubled warn¬ 
ings that land and money 
would depreciate under a 
Parti Quebecois government. 

Premier Robert Bouraswa 
reiterated an Uth-hour chal- 
l^gc to PQ Leader Rene 
Levesque to a radio debate on 
tlie economics of Quebec in¬ 
dependence from Canada. The 
challenge was turned down. 

“We believe in Canada and 
we don’t want to break up 
C'anada,’’ Bourassa told the 
chumbcr of commerce Friday 
in populous Laval, north of 
Montreal. 

IVIeanvvIiile the first voters 
were trudging through crusty 
snow under grey skies to 


mark ballots in advance polls. 

These votes will not be 
<’Ounted until all ix>lls close 
Monday at 7 p.m. A heavy 
vote is expected after a fast- 
paced 28-day election cam¬ 
paign. 

Bourassa, whose Liberals 
swept 102 of the national as¬ 
sembly’s no seals in 1973. 
said this week he is confident 
his government will he re¬ 
elected. It has been in power 
since 1S70. 

However, he also released a 
pre-election survey commis¬ 
sioned by the Liberal r>arty 
that showed that 50 per cent 
of voters were unhappy with 
his performance as premier. 
Two of three newspaper sur¬ 
veys showed the PQ leading 
the Liberals. 


“Next 1’ues<lay we will 
probably wake up with the 
Parti Quebecois in power." 
Liberal candidate Bryce 
Mackasey. a former federal 
cabinet minister, said in a 
warning to rebellious non- 
t^rench' voters, comprising 
about 20 per cent of the elec¬ 
torate. many of whom feel l>e- 
trayed by the Btwrassa gov¬ 
ernment’s language legisla¬ 
tion of 1974. 

“We the minority. In our 
blind anger, will have placed 
our own interests, our (jwn 
passicm, l)efore the interests 
of the country."

GENEVA (AP» Principal 
black nationalist leaders 
'(ought a showdown session of 
the Rhodesia conference Fri¬ 
day to press their demand for 
a Dec. 1. 1977. target date f«»r 
black majority rule in the 
bieakaway British colony. 

Joshua Nkomo, who is al¬ 
lied with guerrilla leader Rol)- 
erl Mugabe in a Patriotic 
Front, contended that the con¬ 
ference's British chairman. 
Ivor Ri<*hard. “is giving us 
\aKue terms, and we want 
Her Majesty's Crfwemment to 
» be definite.’’ 

“This \s a questii^n of life or 
death for our peoide and we 
‘•annol afford to be vag\ir.'' 
Nkomo lold a rciKirter. 

■\ syKikesman for Nkomo 
said he and Mugabe are de- 
lermined to break off the 
Rhodesia talks as long as Bri¬ 
tain keeps advocating a tai*ge1 
flate three months later 
March 1. 1978. Richard’s posi¬ 
tion was reported to have 
been that this date might be 
moved up somewhat if details 
of the transition are complet¬ 
ed sooner. 

In response to the black del¬ 
egation chiefs, Richard set a 
filenary session for this morn¬ 
ing.

In Salisbur>', the Rhodesian 
government disclosed tYiday 
that as many as 2.CKX) black 
guerrillas are oi>erating in the 
country. A security forces 
simkesman also said that 
guerrillas loyal to Nkomo are 
launching new offensives into 
northwestern Rhodesia from 
bases in the neighboring black 
states of Botswana and Zam¬ 
bia. 

“It doesn't take much to re¬ 
alize what Nkomo is trying tn 
achieve imlitlcally through 
this." the ^lokesman told a 
briefing for reporters, 
suggesting that the effort is 
aimed to strengthen black na¬ 
tionalist bargaining power in 
(Geneva.

18 still missing in raging Pacific 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
Pjghteen crew members from 
a sunken Panamanian lumber 
ship still were missing in 
chilly, storm-whipped Pacific 
Ocean water Friday as the 
last of three rescue vessels 
left the scene. 

One irew member wa.s 
known dead and 14 had been 
rescued by the time tlie 
freighter Wisteria headed for 
Japan with some of the sur¬ 
vivors. the U.S. Coa.st Guard 
said. 

Another ship that had been 
the first to arrive on the scene 
after the Camelian-1 sank in 
stormy weather Thursday 
was driven off earlier by 
rough weather. A Japanese 
ship that reached the area 
early Friday left in the after¬ 
noon without exiilanalion. the 
coast guard said. 

A coast guard cutter en 
route from Ala.ska was e.x- 
(lectcd to reach the shipwreck 
site — 1.400 miles northwest 
of Honolulu — sometime 
today. 

“It’s still raining and slonn- 
ing," coast guaid sjiokesman 
lArry Clark said in San Fran¬ 
cisco, where the search is 


being co-ordinated. “The 
winds are picking up. there's 
more spray and rain and visi¬ 
bility is deteriorating.” 

Another coast guard s|>okes- 
rnan. Ed Conlon. said ainrall 
would continue circtling the

HONOLULU tUPIt ~ The 
first “monster surf’’ in 2>s 
years hammered tlie Hawai¬ 
ian Islands Friday with 
25-fool waves. 

Kauai was struck tirst, and 
the surf went on to hit Oahu. 
Maui and the island of Haw*aii 
later. 

The waves smashed across 
roads, flooded numerous 


homes and knoi'kcd at least 
lour homes on Oahu off their 
foundations. 

Refe)re dawn, ptilice on 
Oahu drove through residen¬ 
tial areas rousing people with 
loudspeakers. Residents were 
told to evacuate, and 31) fami¬ 
lies reported to emergency 
shelters.

were ordered to leave, but it 
was feared some campers in 
caves facing the ocean might 
not have heard the warnings. 

Waves rolled over palm 
tiees 25 feet high and on Oahu 
smacked the Sunset Beach 
fire station which is 25 feet 
above sea level.

tution to ban other party sup- 
l)orters from positions on the 
exetfuiive was a matter “of 
terrible Importance ... a mai¬ 
ler of integrity."

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Heavy terror shelling 
raises Beirut death toll 


BETRirr fA.P) — A sudden 
escalation of terror shelling 
Into Beirut's residential 
quarters killed more than 20 
persons iYiday while ^lan 
peacekeepers delayed their 
takeover of the embattled city 
centre. 

The artillery exchange sent 
random ex?)losions into 
crowded streets for nnwt of 
the morning. It threw a pall 
of fright over previous op¬ 
timism that Syria’s military 
strength here means i)eace is 
at hand after exactly 19 
months of < ivU war. 

“Damn the Arab deterrent 
forcea/' said, a young bqy 
standing next to a cHmaoh'* 
bloodstain on the aldewalk at 
a teeming quarter in Moslem- 
populated west Beirut. "Why 
don’t they erwne here?" 

Christian militia officials 
aaid heavy artillery shells 
also were IcMwd into the mld- 
dleH;lass Christian neigh¬ 
borhood of Ashrafiya. But no 


one claimed to know who 
started the exchange. 

Youths raced throubh west¬ 
ern Beirut streets <n jeeps fit¬ 
ted with machine-guns warn¬ 
ing people to get into their 
homes for shelter. Hospitals 
reported 24 killed and more 
than 100 wounded in the Mos¬ 
lem sector and four killed and 
eight wounded in Christian 
areas. 

The 6,000-man Syrian force 
that pulled Into and around 
Beirut on Wednesday re¬ 
mained at its positions in 
northern, eastern and south¬ 
ern quarters. Two more 
3,000-man brigades were re- 
tM>rted on the wny V> the capi¬ 
tal for the next big Syrian 
move. Christian sources said. 

This is to iiKlude takeover 
of the devastated downtown 
battle zone and key govem- 
m e n t installations. The 
Syrians plan to establish a 
buffer /one abrnit 300 yards 
wide and three miles long to 


separate combatants, they 
said. 

The additions will bring to 
12,000 the number of Syrian 
troops committted Into and 
around Beirut, backed by 
more than 350 tanl« and an 
equal number of armored i>er- 
sonnel carriers. 

•* Reports in Beirut said the 
Syrians were awaiting airival 
of these troops and additional 
non-Syrian peacekeepers be¬ 
fore making their push Into 
the battle zemes. This would 
give the lieacekeeping force 
more of a pan-Arab charac¬ 
ter, the reports said, 

Saudi Arabians. Sudanese 
and Libyans *have becq part^., 
of the 2.500-man force here 
since June. But lliese have 
not participated with the 
Syrians so far and rarely 
have been seen an>^here 
near the fighting. 

A 700-man contingent from 
the United Arab Kmirales Is 
expected during the weekend.

Students put cork 
into Soweto pubs 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 
Angry black students of Sowe¬ 
to, mixing puritan zeal with 
political militancy, have shut 
down virtually every bar in 
their sprawling black South 
African township of more 
than a milUon residents. 

^ just weeks they have suc¬ 
ceeded in doing what police 
and preachers have been try¬ 
ing for years in a fight 
against heavy drinking amcaig 
blacks. 

The students, who sparked 
the first riots in Soweto in 
June, destroyed most gove¬ 
rnment-run beerhalls In a 
wave of firehomblng as racial 
unrest spread through the 
country. 

Now they have ordered the 
eioeing of undergmoxl ^)eak- 
oasies known as "shebe^." 
ranging from high-class pubs 
to low-life distributors of 
moonshine. 

Most owners have complied 
voluntarily. Student vigilante 
squads in Soweto, a black city 
south of Johannesburg, mam 
the streets and threaten those 
who do not comply.. 

The militant Soweto Stu¬ 
dents Representative Council 
ordered the closings to honor 
blacks killed and detained in 
South Africa’s racial unrest 
and to attack the problem of 
heavy drinking among black 
adults. 

"Nothing good has ever 
come out of the shel)eens: 
many of our fathers and 
brothers have 'been killed in 
or out of them." the students 
said in a pamphlet. "We can 
no longer tolerate seeing our 
fathers' pay packets being 
emptied in shebeens. ' 

Nfost shebeens are es¬ 
tablished in private homes be¬ 
cause blacks cannot obtain li¬ 
cences to sell liquor and set 
up their own bars. 

The Association of Soweto 
Shebeens recently i.^sued a 
statement pleading to be al¬ 
lowed to reopen for business 
•and stating, "the white man 
Is still making huge profits 
from liquor sales" in Jo- 


The owners argued that 
they are family bread-winners 
and had to finance education 
for their children. 

"One or two children bene¬ 
fit while many wdves and chil¬ 
dren suffer," came the stu¬ 
dent retort in another pam¬ 
phlet. "Tbe shebeens must 
close down." 

Heavy drinking Is prevalent 
among South Africa’s blacks, 
and some studies say this is a 
result of the depressing condi¬ 
tions In which blacks live. 
One corporate study in 1972 
showed that South African 
blacks spend 14.5 per cent of 
their pay cheques on liquor 
compared with a three-per- 
cent rate among whites. 

'Following the student cam¬ 
paign the Rand Daily Matt 
new-spaper in Johannesburg 
reported: "Drur^ennes^ has 
almost disappeared, not so 
much because of the lack of 
liquor but the threats of what 
will happen to one who is seen 
staggering in the streets."

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More to the job-making point 


B ritish Columbia finally ha§ managed to 

get below the national average rate of 
unemployment. The October report from Statiatica 
Canada ahowa d drop from *.5 per cent tdY.S. AIM the 
other provtncea, except Newfoundland, aaw increaaea 
In the number of jobleaa which pushed the overall rate 
to 7.6 per cent, ^e highest it has been since May of 
1961 when the same percentage was recorded. 

Whatever the reason for the marked Im¬ 
provement In B.C., and As encouraging as it is, the 
three-tenths of one per cent edge on the average for 
the whole of the country is hardly cause for rejoicing, 
not from the 81,000 British Columbians still without 
jobs and from those who are helping to support them. 

The same can be said of the provincial govern¬ 
ment's so-called winter highways construction 
program that has been presented as a sure-fire job- 
maker. 

It will be recalled that after Premier Bennett 
announced in this Thanksgiving Day state-of-the- 
province address that an additional 6120 million would 
be spent on a highways program “which will create 
jobs this winter" there followed a clarification of the 
message that the amount to be spent during the 
coming harder-time months would be more like 640 
million. 

That was better than nothing, but now there is a 
further explanation, if it can be called that, with 
Highways Minister Alex Fraser talking about the 
highways budget of $109,300,000 plus $40 million for the 
current fiscal year providing employment for nearly 
3,000 workers between now and the end of March. 

He was asked how many new jobs will be created 


this winter as a result of the extended program and he 
repHed: "We say roughly 3.000 jobs since July, and a 
lot of th^ jobs have disappeared already because in 
normal years the highways department Is shutting 
down their day labor and their hiring of Individual 
operators about the end of September. And I would say 
we're going to continue on with at least half of those 
jobs as long as weather permits ... so I would say 
roughly 1,500 jobs and they will continue until it drops 
to 20 and 30 and 40 below zero.” 

From further questioning it becomes obvious that 
the government has no idea what the highways 
program will do in the creation of new jobs. It would 
appear that few, if any, new openings will be seen 
and, rather, the 640 million additional funding may 
only make it possible to avoid some lay-offs of regular 
staff. 

But how many jobs will be retained is an unknown, 
with out-of-doors work depending greatly on weather. 

As far as the Vancouver Island part of the 
program is concerned, work on the widening of the 
Trans-Canada Highway out of Victoria should not be 
hampered by severe temperatures but projects on the 
northern end could be shut dovm by snow. 

It would be more to the job-creating point if Mr. 
Fraser could change the 64ff million additional 
spending plans to work in the climatically favored 
sections trf the province. 

Two long-standing projects on which much winter 
work might be done to provide employment are the 
extension .of the Blanshard Street link to the Patricia 
Bay Highway and the pushing of McKenzie Avenue 
westward to feed into the Trans-Canada Highway. 


Enough autocracy 


S COTT WALLACE HAS called the CapiUl Region 
Board meek and irresponsible for giving all but 
the final reading to a bylaw amending the View Royal 
community plan to permit the proposed new general 
hospital to be built on a Helmcken Road site. Health 
Minister Robert McClelland, who insists on this 
location despite the board's opposition, should be 
obliged to change the plan by order-in-council, the 
scrappy Dr. Wallace contends. 

The minister being adamant, however, and there 
being no prospect of a change in the ministry before 
the nexLelection, further to light his decision may be 
only further to delay the construction of the long- 
needed hospital. But Dr. Wallace has mad^hirpoint, 
as indeed have others: Mr. McClelland has acted in a 
thoroughly autocratic way. 


This may be forgotten by the time the Social 
Credit Party next appeals for votes in the capital 
region. But another potential conflict remains. 

Final approval of the community plan bylaw will 
not come until after Saanich municipality has sought 
assurances that it will not have to burden its taxpayers 
with the costs of services to the new hospital, to which 
it will be the nearest municipality. 

To push on to the Saanich ratepayers the costs of 
sewers and storm drains, and possibly of additional 
fire-fighting availability, would be intolerable and we 
think, unforgettable, even if the regional board 
accepted it to hasten the building of the hospital. Hugh 
Curtis should be having a heart-to-heart talk with his 
colleague. 


Washington Calling 

Divisions won for Jimmy Carter

Repeatedly It was laid bf 
Jimmy Carter during the cam¬ 
paign that he thirsted for 
power hut what he wanted to do 
with the power of the 
presidency remained a 
mystery. Now as the victor, he 
is faced with the critical need 
of putting together a govern¬ 
ment that will serve the 
pose of the nation. 

This In the face of a narrow 
win has. in a superficial look, 
the appearance of a regional 
and even a class division. 
Carter had counted from the 
beginning on the solid South 
and It came through It has 
made him the first Southerner 
to he elected president since 
Zachary Taylor In 1849. 

While the regional nature of 
the Carter victory is obvious, 
the class lines are less clear, 
but nevertheless discernible. 
The suburbs versus the cities, 
whites versus blacks, blue col¬ 
lar against white collar, sug¬ 
gests the divisions outside the 
%uth. 

★ 

But in this there is nothing 
essentially new. As Richard 
Scammon. one oftheablestand 
rtx>st reasonable of electioi 
analysts put it: "When I looked 
at that NBC map of how the 
states wera going, I thought of 
Franklin Roaaevett's victorias 
of 1940 and 1044. He put 
togethar the South and the dls- 
aftectlons in the big Industrial 
states to win." 

In electoral totals the Carter 
victory was close but in the' 
popular vote not nearly so close 
as two recent contests. John F 
Kennedy won in 1960 with 903 
electoral votes but hardly more 
than 100.000 over Richard Nix¬ 
on in the popular tally. In Nix¬ 
on's reaction to this narrow 
defeat is a lesson for today. 

He was urged to contest the

Such 
trickery In the final days as 
sending a black man to 
Carter's church in Plains to ask 
fnr membership was so tran¬ 
sparent that It may luve in¬ 
fluenced some of the last- 
minute changes of heart. How 
Republican strategists thou^t 
they would get away with this 
when, at the same time, they 
sent out 400 telegrams to black 
leaders is beyond belief. 

In the view of this observer, 
the presence of Robert Dole on 
the ticket contributed to Presi¬ 
dent Ford's defeat He was the 
smart trickster readying his 
wisecracks for the next televi¬ 
sion appearance.

At the end of last year, the 
Pinochet government hired the 
Gallup Poll to conduct a survey 
of what Chileans’ attitudes 
were to the government and 
how their new lives compared 
to life under Allende. The 
results were published this 
year — but. strangely (or not 
so strangely) they never made 
the newspapers or TV screens. 
The Gallup Polls showed 70 per 
cent of Chileans supported the 
Pinochet government. 

Some 58 per cent of those pol¬ 
led said th^ life styles had Im¬ 
proved since the overthrow of 
Allende; 28 per cent uid the 
things were much the sanw; 
and 18 per cent said things 
were worse. 

Optimism reigned, with 96 
^ cent predicting general 
economic improvement, while 
31 per cent said things would 
remain the ume and 14 per 
cent expeeted things to get 
worse. SIxty-nIne per cent 
through their Individual lot 
woulif improve, while only 
eight per cent thought it would 
deteriorate. 

# * # 

As for Pinochet, the dictator 
Western Liberals lova to hate, 
73 per cent of Chileans think 
he's modem in his outlook. 74 
per cent consider him a 
moderate pragmatist, 77 per 
cant think he Is sincerely trylnj 
to improve the lot of 
Chileans. Although only 33 per 
cent consider him highly intel¬ 
ligent. 59 per cent consider him 
capable. Fifty-three per cent 
consider his a one-man rule. 
Soros 74 per cent of those inter¬ 


viewed by the Gallup people 
have faith In their armed 
forces, and a startling 83 per 
cent favor a “strong 
authoritarian type” govern¬ 
ment. Another 60 per cent 
favor civilian participation in 
the miUtary government, and 
80 per cent want a strong non- 
artisan, non-ldeological 
government. 

* ★ * 

Only 14 per cent favor a 
return to political parties and 
want elections to be held. While 
49 per cent feel the government 
should continue as it Is. 31 per 
cent are opposed to elections at 
this time — but wanted more 
civilian influence. 

An Impressive 83 per cent 
feel opinions abroad on Chile 


were exaggerated and unfair, 
and 48 per cent feel Chile Is be¬ 
ing damaged by Its reputation 
abroad. Most CTiileans blame 
Communists and Marxists in 
foreign countries for this bad 
image. 

Finally, 77 per cent of those 
polled say they preferred to 
stay in Chile rather than 
emigrate. 

It is an interestlilg poll. In 
that General Pinochet rates 
higher in his country than, for 
example. Pierre Trudeau does 
in his! Yet our government 
maintains its bias towards 
socialist totalitarianism and 
continues to regard left-wing 
Chileans ss legitimate 
refugees. As Peter Bawden 
says, it Is a double-standard 
and quite un-warranted by the 
facts of Chilean realty, as dis¬ 
covered by the Gallup Poll.

In releasing the names of 96 companies which had "ex¬ 
cess revenues" under the anti-inflation program, the AIB has 
reached a new level of bureaucratic mumbo-jumbo. Woe 
betide anyone but trained economists and the press-release 
writers at the AIB to figure out exactly what the board 
means. 

Two nights ago board member William Ladyman, mak¬ 
ing a speech, referred to a list of companies with "excess 
profits." But when the AIB released the Mat, the accompany 
release specifically stated that “excess revenues” In these 
firms “does not indicate that the firm is earning excessive or 
exorbitant profits In any general sense." 

Well, what does It mean, then? 

"Excess revenue,” said the Board. "Is a technical term 
relating to the restraint rules of the anti-inflation program 
... (It) can arise for a variety of reasons and is not In itself 
an indication that a firm hat contravened the Anti-Inflation 
Act." ’ 

Wow. But read on. “If a firm's profit margin exceeds the 
guideline during a compliance period, 'excess revenue' It 
generated. The firm Is then required to submit a compliance 
plan to the Board for Asposing of the excess through changes 
in its pricing policy." 

Now Jun what does all of that mean? Something was ex¬ 
cessive for these companies. It wasn’t profit. It was revenue, 
but the excess revenue was generated by an excessive profit 
margin. So why Isn't it excess profit? Or. if It Isn't, what's all 
the flap about? 

You figure it out. We can’t.

Otto Lang. He has to travel so 
much on government business 
that over the last three years

While it was once hoped that es- 
Ublishment of the 55,000-acre federal condor sanctuary near 
here and extensive regulation of human activity in the area 
would result in a rejuvenation of the condor populatlan, 
wildlife specialists now have conclude that these efforts 
have faiM. 

For unknown reasons the condors have stopped 
reproducing at historical rates, and the last remaining 
colony of the largest birds to roam the North American con¬ 
tinent now contains about C members — 10 fewer than a 
declade ago. The species is slipping away in what naturalists 
unanimously agree is a terminal decline. 

The only hope, these scientists say, lies in a drastic plan 
to capture some of the remaining birds and attempt to breed 
them in captivity. Such breeding never has been tried before 
with this species, and the wiidiife officials concede the plan 
is a gamble tlut could do more harm than good. But not to 
try it, they say, would ensure the California coixlor's extinc¬ 
tion. 

The plan has caused a heated controversy within the en¬ 
vironmental community, leaving two of the nation’s largest 
conservation organizations at opposite ends of the debate. 

The Sierra aub’s Southern California region has opposed 
the program, largely on the grounds that successful techni¬ 
ques of breeding and subsequent reintroduction of the young 
birds to the wild have not b^n developed. Until they are, the 
Sierra Club maintains, the condon ^ould be left alone. 

Dorothy Conlon, former chairman of the Wildlife Com¬ 
mittee for the Sierra (Tub s Los Angeles Charter, praised the 
past efforts of the Condor Recovery Team, a government- 
sponsored group, but described its captive breeding proposal 
ak having “a very low chance of success” 

"These birds are extremely sensitive creatures," she 
said. “We fear that young birds, once raised in captivity, will 
never be returned successfully to the wild. And what we’ll 
end up with is birds in a zoo." 

Meanwhile, the New York-based national Audubon 
Society in large part supports the program. While its board 
of directors lus not taken an official position, a society of- 
ftdal said the organization’s staff plans to recommend ap¬ 
proval to the board.

Two weeks ago It was hoped that the capture of only two 1 
birds would be necessary. A wounded condor,.later named 
Tehachapi, had been found in the mountains near Bakersfield 
and taken to the zoo for treatment and recovery. A team of 
veterinarians was Bown to Los Angeles in an attempt to save 
the bird but after amputation of its wing, Tehachapi died. 

One naturalist later remarked that the bird's death reduced 
the entire population of condors by about 2 per cent. * 
The condors wlU be captured in what are known as "bow 
net traps.” When a condor comes to feed on bait placed in the 
middle of the trap, two large hoops of netting will spring up¬ 
ward, enclosing the bird. The captured condor will then be 
transported to the Los Angeles Zoo or, possibly, a separate 
breet^ facility. ' 

Sanford WUbur, chairman of the recovery team, and 
other members of the group believe the scheme will work 
f largely because of success with a similar breeding program 
using Andean condors. 

In that program, at the San Diego Zoo, a pair of Andean 
condors produced nine young birds in 11 years. Naturalists 
believe their best production in the wild would have been five 
birds. 

The increased production is achieved by removing eggs 
or young birds from their condor parents. The parents then 
remate and produce another chick. 

The problem, which Wilburn concedes, is that no one 
knows why the birds are not breeding in the wild. At 
historical rates, the remaining condors should be producing 
four to six young birds a year. In recent years, that rate has 
dropped to about two biids a year, and sometimes none at j 
all. 1 

"It could be intrusions by man. or lack of food, or even 1

Quebec election fired 
a crusade for Biron

For Union Nationale leader Rodrique 
Biron, the (Quebec election has become a 
crusade befitting a man who was once presi¬ 
dent of the Knights of Columbus of Canada. 

With less than six months' experience at 
the party helm, Biron is attempting to guide 
the Union Nationale out of political obUvion 
to its former glory as the party which ruled 
Quebec for 23 years, 19 of them successively 
under Premier Maurice Duplessis. 

He charged into this campaign declaring 
that the UN would take 60 seats and form a 
majori^ government. It’s a highly optimistic 
prediction for the party that failed to win a 
single riding in the 1973 election. 

The 42-year-old industrialist and former 
mayor of the small tovm of Ste. Ooix in Lot- 
biniere riding on the south shore of the St. 
Lawrence River had joined the party only a 
few weeks before the UN leadership conven¬ 
tion last May. He swept to victory on the first 
baUot. 

Critics have found at least some lack of 
frankness In Biron’s election campaign. 

The UN's EngUsh-language newspaper 
advertisements state that "there wiU be two 
official languages in (Quebec — French and 
EngUsh” 

Unmentioned in English but prominent In 
French ads is the other side of UN language 


poUcy: A commitment to legislate French as 
the "national language" of the province. 

Birop explained to reporters: "Our 
program is the same for everyone, but you 
sometimes have to emphasize different 
points depending on whom you’re seUing to.” 

What Biron is selling is his vision of a 
“party of the centre right. " 

He tells small businessmen that he 
deplores the "socialism" of the Liberals and 
the Parti Quebecois, and tells dairy farmers 
they deserve higher milk subsidies. 

He has won converts among English- 
speaking and immigramt voters in the 
Montreal area with a promise to repeal the 
Bourassa government's Offlcial Language 
Act, which limits enrolment at English- 
lan^ge schools and requires immigrant 
children wishing' to attend them to pass 
language competency tests. 

Saying he intends to take on politics as a 
full-term occupation. Biron has stepped down 
as vice-president of Fonderle Ste. (jrolx Ltee. 
and president of the Fonderies Monsarat 
Ltee. of Riviere du Loup. 

But he doesn’t plan to stay In politics 
longer than two terms whether he is 
elected or not. 

“You have to give the best of yourself, and 
eight years is enough.” he says. “Then you 
have to find something to rejuvenate 
yourself.”

DCTROrr (UPD — United 
Auto Woiicers president Leon¬ 
ard Woodcock aays General 
Motors “has a lon^ way to 
go“ to avert a strike by 
390,000 workers. 

Woodcock made the state¬ 
ment here despite an initial 
cOTtract proposal GM claims 
is within thai'pattem already 
set at Ford and Chrysibr. 

“There are many missing: 
pieces." Woodcock said of the 
proposal made as bargainers 
head toward a 12:01 a.m. 
Nov, 19 strike deadline. He 
would not speculate, however. 


on whether bargainers will be 
able to avert a second — and 
unprecedented —^ auto in¬ 
dustry walkout in the same 
year. 

Woodcock's comments 
came during a news confer¬ 
ence to announce that the 215- 
member I n t e rn a 11 o-n a 1 
Chrysler Council and nearly 
unamnxMisly recommended 
rank-and-file approval of a 
new contract by 118.000 U.S. 
and Canadian wrokers. 

Both he and UAW vice- 
president Douglas A. J-Yaser 
said they expected no dif¬ 


ficulty winning ratification. 

Ouysler wmrkers will vote 
at the plant gates Mixiday 
and Tuesday on the tentative 
agreement with a final tally 
to be announced Wednesday 
— just one day before the GM 
strike deadline. 

GM presented its economic 
proposal during a one-hour 
main table bargaining session 
Wednesday, the first since 
talks resumed following set¬ 
tlement of a pattem-settinR 
contract during a 2S^ay 
strike at the Ford Motor Co. 

GM said it was a "compre¬ 


hensive econcanic profiosar 
within the framework the 
Ford settlement. 

UAW vice-president. Irving 
Bluestone, chief union bar¬ 
gainer at GM, said he would 
study the full proposal before 
commenting. But Woodcock 
said a quick sldinniing re¬ 
vealed several deficiencies. 

These included GM’s insis- 
ttfice that the contract be re¬ 
troactive to the date it be¬ 
comes effective, rather than 
back to mid-September when 
the old three-year contract ex¬ 
pired, and GM's willingness to 


discuss reduced wxx'k time 
rather than matching plans 
already worked out at Fwxi 
and GM. 

The issue of GM’s so-called 
"Southern strategy" also is 
yet to be resolved. Woodcock 
said. The union claims GM 
has int^ered with its at¬ 
tempts to organize about 3.000 
woricers in six new parts 
manufacturing plants In the 
south.

Murphy conceded the 
world’s largest company, like 
the other U.S* auto compa¬ 
nies, is taking a big cha^ in 
trying to gain certifi8ation of 
next year’s models under 
1977-model standards. U those 
standards are not changed, 
American automakers won’t 
sell any 1978 models, he said. 

Terry said, "sometimes, it’s 
tougher and more expensive 
to follow the regulations to 
prove we’ve solved the prob¬ 
lem than it vvas to solve the 
problem in the first place." 

Terry told the American Sev 
ciety for Quality Control it 
took Chrysler 8.738 pages to 
respond to 242 pages of guide¬ 
lines published by the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency last year. He said it 
cost Chrysler $43 million and 
more than 1,000 man-years to 
meet clean air standards in 
1974.

$700-million issue 
of federal bonds

Qive Edwprd Haas and 
Gregory Allan Searte were 
charged johitly and pleaded 
guilty to having about three 
ounces of refined marijuana 
and a larger quantity oC seeds 
and unrefined nmrijuana 
when police raided premises 
at 235 Burnside West Aug. 2L 

Haas* mother took the stand 
to give diaracter evidence 
and said both her eon. who 
was employed and attmding 
classes at Oamosun Oollege, 
and SMxle, a universily drop¬ 
out sUao employed, were 
young men at normally good 
behavior. 

Haas had never been any 
trouble *‘too good to be 
true/* his mother said — and 
Searlestruck her as a *‘fine, 
considerate boy.’* 

But she was glad they were 
caught. ’*It takes something 
like that to bring toem up." 
she said. 

The arrest had put them 
"almost into a state of 
shock." and had rislbly 
impress^ their circle of 
friends who had ceased ce> 
tain of their activities: 'Tt*s 
come very close to home.*’ 

Counsel Robert Johnston 
said the two had been experi- 
menting \rith marij^a 
every weekend over a period 
of a few weeks, along with a 
circle of 10 to 15 friends who 
considered the drug a substi¬ 
tute for liquor. 

They had found ft "too ex¬ 
pensive and risky" to buy 
"bag by bag" and had there¬ 
fore sought the larger quan¬ 
tity to refine themselves.

Once-starving waif 
saved from ^cruelty’ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
nine-yearold boy, who w*as 
described as starving when he 
was found wandering near 
Kitsilano beach last year, was 
permanently committed Fri¬ 
day of the care of diild wel¬ 
fare authorities. 

Family court Judge Win¬ 
ifred Murphy rejected a plea 
by the boy’* 27-year-old 
mother that the child be re¬ 
turned to her care. 

The judge’s written decision 
concluded a year-long battle 
for the custody of the boy, 
who was turned over to auth¬ 
orities in September, 1275. 

'The boy has been in the cus> 
tody the Vancouver re¬ 
sources board since he was 
found by two passers-by, who 
were alanned at his emaciat¬ 
ed condition and called police. 

Judge Mundy, making 
what she described as a 
"serious and rather sad deci¬ 
sion" for the boy. said the 
boy’s home is unfit "by rea¬ 
son of neglect and cruelty." 

"I have not found that the 
cruelty was the result of de¬ 
liberate starvation, but (was) 
physical and emotional," she 
said. 

ITie judge concluded that 
the boy's mother was unable 
to care properly for him. 

Since he was taken into the 
care of the resources board, 
the boy. who has never at¬ 
tended school, was foind to 
be suffering from ulcerative 
colitis. 

The judge said thd boy. who 
was living with his aunt and 


father when he was apiire- 
hended, now wants to live 
with his mother, who has a 
common-law husband and twx) 
other children. 

‘T am not however, com¬ 
pletely satisfied that there is 
a real depth to the expressed 
love between this mother and 
her child," said the Judge.

Buses collide,

JAKARTA, IndonCTla (UPI)

ported. The accident ap¬ 
parently resulted from faulty 
brakes on the bus, the report 
said. 


"Based on the evidence and 
my own observaticxis, it ap- 
I>ear8 to me that this child 
and Ms mother have a some¬ 
what passive and unnatural 
relationship." 

The judge said she is not 
c.ertain that the boy actually 
knew who his mother was 
until the legal proceedings 
began. 

Judge Murphy said the 
mother was not aware that 
the child's illness, from which 
he had been suffering for four 
>’eaT8, was serious and had 
not sought medical treatment 
for him. 

"She said this was probably 
misjudgment on her part, but 
I rejected this explanation as 
being irresponsible and unbe¬ 
lievable," said Judge Murphy. 

She said she did not find the 
mother a credible witness and 
found her immature. She also 
questioned the mother’s sin¬ 
cerity in daindng that In fu¬ 
ture she would give the boy 
proper care.

Judge to review documents 
on convict’s past trials 


Victoria County court Judge 
E. J. C. Stewart asked Friday 
for old court records in Fort 
Nelson and Edmonton befOTe 
sentencing 31-yearoId Pual 
Joseph Desjariais, wfto has 
spent more than 14 years in 
jails. 

Desjarlias’ case w*as ad¬ 
journed to Nov. 29 at 10 a.m. 
wdien he will be sentenced on 
three charges of unlawful con¬ 
finement stemming from his 
ecape in December from VTil- 
liam Head minimum security 
prison, and to a hostage¬ 
taking Incident at Wilkinson 
Road jail in February. 

The case wtis adjourned 
from Wednesday when coun¬ 
sel David Usson made a 
lengthy siibmission to the 
court based largely on letters 
written by the prisoner while 
awaitii^ trial. 


He referred to an eight-year 
sentence imposed in a Fort 
Nelson court in 1972 and pro- 
eoutor Peter Blrkett read 
from a history of convictions 
dating back to when Des¬ 
jariais was 17 in Alberta, in¬ 
cluding six years tor car 
theft. 

Stewart was disturbed by

A proposal to convert the 
52-yeai>old Crystal Garden* 
into a botanical garden will 
be placed before the Capital 
Improvement District Oom- 
mission, a provincially- 
financed agency, within a few 
weeks. 

^^cto^la Mayor Mldiael 
Young told council this week 
that the city will refirve the 
proposal before it is submit¬ 
ted. 

Council hu passed a resolu¬ 
tion endorsing the conversion 
of the building to a botanical 
garden, and committing the 
city to $SOO.O(X) of the estimat¬ 
ed $2.7 million cost. 

Young admits, however, the 
gesture is meaningless unless 
the bulk of the money is pro¬ 
vided by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment which so far has 
made no commitment. 

"The idea is to see how far 
along the way the provincial 
government is prepared to 
proceed," he said. 

The CEDC is under Victoria 
MLA Sam Bawlf’s recreation 
and conservation ministry. 
Last January, Bawlf as a pri¬ 
vate citizen, appeared before 
city coLSKil w^th his own pro¬ 
posal to save the Crystal by 
turning it into an arboretum. 

MeaniAhile, former provin¬ 
cial botanist Adam Szcza- 
winski. is proposing a troi^cal 
aquarium be included. 

An aquarium combined with 
a showplace for tropical 
plants would complement edu¬ 
cational woric of the Provin¬ 
cial Museum, he said. 

While such a centre would 
be a major tourist attraction, 
he said, the Crystal ^tould be 
transformed into a plant and 
aquarium showplace for the 
enjoyment of ail British Co- 
lumbians.

In cart>on-14 tests to deter* 
mine its precise age because 
it would destroyed. Instead 
the university's atomic reac¬ 
tor will be used to help date 
the specimen.

“The Kutchin Indians have 
baoome quite aophisttoatad 
about the bones that lie 


around in the region and have 
even formed their own mt»e- 
um," Irving said.

Deverell, chairman of the 
law society of British Colum¬ 
bia’s criminal justice commit¬ 
tee. said he was reluctant to 
make any "specific comments 
on this issue until I’ve seen 
iwhat the law reform people 
have actually suggested.” 

Bewley claimed in a written 
submissioti to Kobert Hutton, 
chairman of the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Provincial Court 
Judges, that corruption and 
influence-peddling would be¬ 
come widespread If the Cana¬ 
dian parliament adopted cer¬ 
tain proposals of the federal 
Law Reform OommissioB.

Major incidents mar Canada’s prison program 


By STEPHEN SCOTT 

OTTAWA (CP) — There 
have been 27 nia.)ar invidents 
of atrikea, riots or hostage- 
takings. In Canadian prisons 
this year — most of them in 
elderly, fortress-like federal 
niaximum-seeurity peniten¬ 
tiaries. 

There have been 15 hostage- 
taking incidents involving 40 
persons, mostly correctional 
[lersonncl. since January. The 
Itostages were held by 92 pris¬ 
oners. 

There have been three 
ma.ior riots at Laval near 
Montreal where prisoners did 
about $750,000 damage to cells 
Sept. 27; at British Columbia 
Penitentiary at New West¬ 
minster where rioting cost 
$500,000 at the same time, and 
at MiJlhaven, near Kingston. 
Ont., where about $250,000 
damage was done. 

There also were at least 
four strikes. 

'b> the hostage-takings. 34 of 
the hostages were pris<m per¬ 
sonnel — Ynostly guards — 
two were convicts and four 
were civilians. 

The figures were compiled 
by The Canadian Press from 
stories filed at the time the 
disturbances. 

They dramatically under¬ 
score the job ahead for 13 
menibers of a Commons sub¬ 


committee which has begun 
investigating the penitentiary 
system, concentrating mainly 
on violence. 

In pireparatian for their 
study, dw MPs this week 
hea^ a. penitentiary official 
say that, in a way. the ^son 
system might be part of the 
cause.of the difficulties. “ '

keeping the violent away from 
the rest of the population. 

Kaeh of the five regions will 
have its own segregated facil¬ 
ity, which should reduce or 
eliminate many problems, he 
said. The accommodation will 
contain facilities to keep pris¬ 
oners occupied instead of sit¬ 
ting in cells all day.

ALTHOUGH academic 
achievement over the fintt 
tuo years of a physical educa¬ 
tion pilot project hasn’t been 
substantia], staff and students 
at Blanshard elementary 
a<.:hooK are enthuaiastic about 
the proRTam, 

Started in September. 1974. 
and called the Bianshai'd 
Project, the i)roRraro pro¬ 
motes dally pjhyMal educa¬ 
tion and ir supposed to be 
modelled on a program first 
started In Vanves, a suburb of 
Paris. 

Blanshard was.chosen 
amonR nine apiriicants in the 
(Treater Victofia school dis-* 
trict and Dr. Fred Martens, 
currently on sabbatical from 
the education faculty at the 
University of Victoria, recent¬ 
ly issued his report on the 
project, which is expected to 
last beti^een five and 10 
years. 


THE ORJRCTA nt the pro¬ 
gram. as outlined in Martens’ 
preface, are more efficient 
learning: conditions in an envi¬ 
ronment that produces all¬ 
round devel(^>ment including 
physical health, improved at¬ 
titudes. and skills In a variety 
of activities in physical educa¬ 
tion and the arts. 

Martens noted that no sub¬ 
stantial chanRas took place 
generally in the children's ac¬ 
ademic achievement In the 
first tiwn years of the ex- 
perim«ital program. 

“It is si^ificant to note, 
iKMover, that the 1974 
achievement was maintained 
even though substMtially less 
time was devoted to the 'intel¬ 
lectual aspects’ of school in 
the two succeeding school 
years.’’ 

THE PROGBAM. Martens 
stressed, emphasized physical 
activities rather than athlet¬ 


ics, which Martens defined as 
formal competition. Such 
things as logging, dancing, 
climbing, chinningv balancing, 
track and field instruction, 
swimming, volleyball. camr>- 
ing, skating and bowling were 
included in the daily program. 

Martens was quick to point 
out that though he measured 
no significant academic 
achievement such things take 
time to show up. 

"Now that the groundwork 
Is laid,” Martens said, 
“there’s no way the children 
— provided they have the 
same aptitude and so on — 
wHl not do better work." 

The basic idea. Martens 
eakl, was to establish an envi¬ 
ronment in which children 
would want to do better work. 

IN THE VANVES project, 
timetables of some cla.sses 
were revised so that the chil¬ 
dren did their academic work 
In the mornings and devoted 


the afternoons to more physi¬ 
cally active experiences In 
art, music and physical edu¬ 
cation. In the French sched¬ 
ule, the time for academic 
work was reduced seven »r 
eijdit hours a week and those 
e.xtra hours devoted to physi- 
<*al education. In a 10-ycar 
peri^ of experiments, It was 
found that those in the experi¬ 
mental classes were superior 
to those in normal cla.s8C!s in 
health, fitness, enthusiasm 
and academic performance. 

Although the French experi¬ 
ment couldn't be followed ex¬ 
actly because of lack of gym 
space and school budget cut¬ 
backs, the idea was copied. 

Martens also noted aonie 
jisychological improvements 
in the Blanshard students. 
Tile feeling of sclf-wnrth ap¬ 
peared to he improving and 
there were indications that 
school.and classroom climate 
improved.

THE CHILDREN were test¬ 
ed under the CAHPER (Cana¬ 
dian Association for Health. 
Physical Education and Rec¬ 
reation) fitness and perform¬ 
ance test and an exercise 
stress test caUed PWC 170.

capacity, with heart rate 
“raised to 170 beats a minute 
by the use of the bicycle er- 
gometer. 

In addition, the students 
were tested by a one-mile run 
and a nine-minute run. These 
tests have been performed the 
last two Junes and will be 
repeated .each June for the 
dqratibn of the project.

But it is sure of coe things 
the board is to be lumped in 
with the' core municipaltities 
for joint bargaining. 

In a hearing that led to a 
ruling accrediting the Greater 
Victoria tabor Reiatloos As¬ 
sociation as bargaining agent 
for the core municipalities 
and the Greeter Victoria 
School District, the LRB 
panel had opposing dog 
theories thrown at it 

'Die association saild e?RUud- 
Ing the echcKri district from 
accreditation would be tan¬ 
tamount to “accrediting the 
tall and leaving out the dog." 

But to two union locals 
fighting to keep the school 
emi^ees separate, inclusion 
would mean “the school dis¬ 
trict is almost bound to be¬ 
come a bedraggled tail at¬ 
tached to a very laqge muni¬ 
cipal rump.” 

Opposing inclusion of the 
schrol district were locals of 
the Canadian Union of Public 
Employees representing in- 
aide and outside echool dis¬ 
trict employees. 

Other CUPE officials said 
Friday the ruling this week 
accrediting the aasociation 
was vital for two reasons:

pact •— with none able to slip 
out and go its own way. And a 
strike or lockout in any one 
area, according to the union, 
would mean picketing could 
be carried out in all. 

Thla is one of the points the . 
twp opposing union locals 
made in presenting argument 
against inclusion of the school 
district. They said the school 
district “cannot be exempt 
from any lockout, or escape 
the consequences of any 
strike.’*. 

The union locals also argued 
the Public Schods Act did not 
permit a thind-party to do the 
baiRQlning and that a good 
“ooe^jn-one” relationship 
with the school district would 
be destroyed. 

The LRB rejected moat of 
the union’s arguments. 

Referring to the claim of 
the locals that there had been 
good bargaining relations 
with the school district, the 
LRB panel noted : 


“It is obvious that the 
unions feel threatened as to 
future bargaining proapects. 
The panel is not insensitive to 
suoh an expression of anxiety, 
but at the same tln^. is not 
persuaded that this c<»>cem 
has any real substance to it.’’ 

A lockout-strike aituatkm in 
1974-75 pushed the municipal¬ 
ities toward the joint bargain¬ 
ing concept. The various 
CUPE locals also had their 
problems when the outside 
school district employees 
went back to work ahead of 
the others. 

Included in the group repre¬ 
sented by the association for 
bargaining purposes are the 
Capita! Region District, City 
of Victoria, Esquimait, Oak 
Bay, Saanich and the school 
district. Not Included are the 
various police and fire depart- 
mmts. 

Within this grouping are 
nine CUPE locals and some 
2,500 employees. ^

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Old documents 
get reprieve 
—of sorts

Members of Victoria City Hall Employees’ Associa¬ 
tion are helping to save tons of “irreplaceable archival 
documents” which a few days ago appeared headed for 
the incinerator. 

It was after Ainslie Jlelmcken. Victoria’s official 
archivist, condemned the city for Its plan to destroy the 
\'a]uab]e document mat association membership en¬ 
tered the picture. 

The bulky documents, stored on the third floor at 
city hall, were placing a strain on the building struc¬ 
ture. the city’s engineering department ruled, and a 
general clean-out of the area was ordered. 

Helmcken, upset over the edict, warned that if the 
hies were destroyed without proper scrutiny “much of 
the city’s recorded history would be lost forever.” 

The documents mi^t include information which 
could prove the heritage value of many houses in the 
Victoria area, he added. 

The files also include historic maps, engineering 
records, burial plots of Ross Bay cemetery, boxes of 
material from former mayors and city councils “and 
.just plain interesting stories filed away for future gen¬ 
erations to study, enjoy and follow the development of 
our city.’’ 

As a result of talking to the archivist, the associa- 
tiem quickly formed a committee to work with Helmck¬ 
en to save the documents. 

The committee, operating on a strictly volunteer 
basis will, under Helmcken's silpenision. assist in ex¬ 
amining and cataloguing the piapers. 

Anything deemed of no particular historic impor¬ 
tance or duplicating other information would, on the ap- 
fwwal of the city, be destroyed. 

An association spokesman said, however. H was ob¬ 
vious the valuable documents could not be piled on the 
third floor indefinitely so, “it would appear the next 
step is up to city council — find a suitable place to 
store these archival docummts.”

Helmcken amid rescued documents 
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Nightie catches fire, 
girl suffers burns

A night dress eight-year-old 
Danae Higgins wore when it 
caught fire, causing second 
and third-degree bums to her 
body, was manufactured by a 
company that five years ago 
was reported making flamma¬ 
ble workshirts. 

The workshirts, bearing a 
label Champion and Made in 
China, were manufactured in 
Taiwan. 

So was the night dress 
which Saanich fire chief 
Harold Gains said “burned 
rapidly.” sending Danae Hig¬ 
gins to hospital cm her birth¬ 
day Wednesday night. 

In 1971, after hundreds of 
Saanich and Victoria resi¬ 
dents phoned police to say 
they owned the flammable 
Oiampion shirts, the shirts 
were removed from store 
shelves. No one wag injured, 
although the shirts had nap 
that burned easily. 

Danae Higgins was not so 
lucky. 

Friday night she was in the 
Innn unit of Victoria General 
in “very stable” condition. A 
hospital s[)okesman said she 
was “doing fine, and in top 
notch condition." She was ad¬ 
mitted with bums to 25 per 
cent of her body from the 
neck to the groin. 

Gains said the girl was in 
the living room of her 
parents’ home watching tele¬ 
vision with her lO-year-old 
sister Diana, playing with a 
cigarette lighter, wHcti it set 
the gown afire. 

Tlic parents. Mi*, and Mrs. 
Wolfgang Arnold of 3971 Pan¬ 
ther, were not at home at the 
time. 

Although (he older sister 
tried to snuff the flames with 
a pillow, Danae became excit¬ 
ed and jumped out of her 
chair. Gains said. 

At tliat time the bum patch 
was about half the size of a 
dinner plate, the older sister 
told Gains. 

The sister then rushed 
Danae to a bathroom, turned 
on the shower, shoved her 


under the spray, and extin¬ 
guished the flames. 

“It was a damn smart thing 
for a lO-year-oid to do." Gains 
said, crediting the sister with 
saving Danae’s life. 

Gains said he had sent the 
remains of the night dress to 
Vancouver for analysis by the 
provincial fire marshal’s of¬ 
fice. If it contained synthetic 
material he will ask the pro¬ 
vincial consumer ministry for 
action. 

In Vancouver deputy pro¬ 
vincial fire marshal Ken Otri- 
Uer told Gains IMday that the 
fire marshal’s office would co¬ 
operate fully in the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Gains is concerned that the 
same kind of accident could 
happen again — and again. 

Short of “changing people’s 
buying habits.” he doesn’t see 
any quirk solutions. He would 
like to see more people edu¬ 
cated in fire safety. 

He would also like to see 
strong safely standards es¬ 
tablished for all type.s of 
clothing, not just chidren’s 
clothing. He said that an el¬ 
derly [leison in Victoria re¬ 
cently received severe bums 
alter dropping cirarctfe ash 
on a bathrobe. Fabric used 
in a cotton nightgown which 
burst into flames and resulted 
in the 1974 death of a thi*ee- 
ycar^ld Surrey girl, passed 
federal flame retardancy 
standards.

However, from time to time 
persons have been denied 
jobs, accommodation or ser¬ 
vices on the basis of their 
physical or mental disability, 
or their sexual orientation.

Rights, the Saskatchewan Act 
to Protect Certain Civil rights 
and the new Quebec Charter 
of Human Rights and Free¬ 
doms approach the question 
TTOsitively by enumerating the 
various rights available to all 
citizens. 

"Ihis latter method ... is 
a psychologically and sociolo¬ 
gically sounder approach be¬ 
cause people respond more 
successfully and willingly to 
the encouragement of positive 
behavior than to being threat¬ 
ened with punishment for im- 
pro|>er behavior." 

While the church dei>art- 
ment considers healthy atti¬ 
tudes "itp the primary deter¬ 
rent of discrimination." It re¬ 
cognizes that legislation is 
also needed for ctmtesting dis¬ 
crimination in the courts. 

The church brief concludes: 
"We believe in the sanctity ot 
human life. Any injustice or 
discrimination that debases a 


persfm'i life, we view as sin¬ 
ful. Hie protection of human 
.rights Is critical in the fight 
against such Injustice and dis¬ 
crimination. 

The resolution approving 
the submission to the Ontario 
Human Rights Commisskxr 
directed the Church in Society 
department to send copies to 
federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments and other relevant 
bodies "as they consider 
human rights issues and legis¬ 
lation."

Kissinger is officially open to 
job offers. 

Kissinger, who has pre¬ 
viously said he would not en¬ 
tertain offers of future em¬ 
ployment until he leaves of¬ 
fice with President Ford on 
Jan. 20, has changed hit 
mind, state , department 
^lokeaman Robert Furaeth 
said this week. 

He now “plans to meet with 
a few people regarding his fu¬ 
ture during this interim 
period." Funseth said. 

All job offers up to now 
have been directed to Kis¬ 
singer’s lawy^, Carlyle Maw. 
The offers are believed to in¬ 
clude the chance to become a 
television commentator, a 
newspaper columnist and an 
academic. 

One of the most persistent 
reports is that Kisssinger has 
lieen offered a $l-miUion con¬ 
tract for a book detailing his 
eight years of diplomacy 
under presidents Nixon and 
F'ord.

Rudel told an interviewer 
that American air force gen¬ 
erals had taken part in the 
ceremony. 

"I believe ttiat democracy 
In America has advanced fui^ 
ther," Rudel said. “One can 
express oneself freely there 
without being braided a 
Nazi." 

An American embassy 
sp(4cesman said he had no 
confirmation that Rudel at¬ 
tended the ceremony. 

Rudel commanded the fear¬ 
some Stuka dive-bombers that 
destroyed Warsaw and Rot¬ 
terdam in the Second World 
War.

Accused denies deceit, falsehood 


Man guilty of insurance fraud 


A Victoria county court 
jury returned a guilty verdict 
Friday in the ca»e of a 2V 
yeaiM>ld Salt Spring laUnd 
hotel manager accueed of at- 
tenM>ted fraud of two insure 
ance companies wdiich wrote 



policies on his household prop¬ 
erty. 

Adrian Jonker, whose 
belongings were wiped out in 
a fire at his ^nted home last 
December, told the jury and 
Judge Leslie Cashman that he 
had no Intention f>( using de¬ 
ceit. falsehood or other fraud¬ 
ulent means in making a 
claim for Insurance comj)en- 
sation amounting to $20,000 
from one company and $25,000 
from another. 

In his defence. Jonker said 
he believed he had insurance 
coverage by one company, 
and when he dealt with ad¬ 
justers after the fire he be¬ 
lieved that both men were 
woricing for the same In¬ 
surer. 

Defence counsel Bruce 
McConnan asked what Jonker 
had to say about the fire 
charge, that he used deceit, 
falsehood or other fraudulent 
means in making a statement 
Dec. 31, 1975 in attempt to 
defraud Canadian Indemnity 
Oorp. of $25,000. 

‘That’s not true,'* Jonker 
replied. 

He also denied a ftimllar 
charge inwKing the sum o< 
$20,000 and I>nminion Insur¬ 
ance Corp.. Dec. 24.1975. 

In telling his side of the 
story, the accused man said 
he applied for Insurance 
through a Vancouver agent 
because he had lived nearby 
before moving to Salt Sfulng 
to become manager of Harbor 
House Hotel, 

But. presumably because of 
a mail strike, he never re- 
ceived a policy even though 
he had paid the premium. He 
had no knowledge of "bind¬ 
ing” an insurance industry 
practice by which die selling 
agent automatically binds the 
insurer when he acxiepts pay¬ 
ment of the premium. 

Jonker said he thought he 
would be covered by the Van¬ 
couver insurance when he re¬ 
ceived the policy. 

When he inquired about the 
policy he was told by the 
agent the policy had not been 
sent by the insurance otmi- 
pany, he said so he went three 
days later to a <lange8 agent, 
Bruce Hardy, manager of Salt 
Spring Insuran e Agencies, to 
ask about cov ige which he 
subsequently bought. 

' He said he as.sumed he was 
covered by the second firm 
l)ecause he received a ]>olicy. 
It was not until after the fire

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that Jonker got a policy from 
the first company, court was 
told. 

■When he called to rettort the 
fire loss with the first agent, 
h« was told there was no 
record of him as a policy^ 
holder. Jonker said he called 
that c(>mi>any because it still 
held his premium. 

After the fire. Hardy went 
to him and advised him how 
to make a claim. Jonker said^ 

Hiere w'as confusion at this 
lime liecause of the fire, prop¬ 
erty loss and visits fmm four 
or five different adjusters, 
and when adjuster John Val- 
lance of Nanaimo questioned 
him about the losses Jonker 
said he a.vsumed Vallance was 
ws>rking for Hardy. 

Vallance had ntH said which 
company he was represent¬ 
ing, court was told. 

"Did you know of any other 
insurance coverage" McOoon- 
nan asked the accused man. 
referring to the conversation 
arvd taking of a statement 
during Vallance’s visit. 

' "No, I did not." 

"And what coverage was 
that?" 

"Salt Spring Instirance." 

McConnan asked who had 
filled in "none" on the first 
proof of claim form where the 
claimant was to note other in¬ 
surance. 

‘*Mr. Hardy," Jonker re¬ 
ified. 

The second claim form 
Jonker said he copied from 
the first and mailM to Val¬ 
lance. 

In cross-examination, by 
C?mwn counsei Roger Cardi¬ 
nal, Jonker said he had never 
a.sked for a refund of his pre¬ 
mium from the Vancouver 
company, Wilson and Kofoed 
I.td.. hecaii.se he believed his 
application w’as stiU under 
consideration. 

After the fire In IVecember. 
he called Wilson and Kofoed 
even though he felt he was not 
insured by them, unless they 
had by then received a policy 
from the insurance firm. 

Cardinal drew to Jonker’s 
attention that the two claim 
forms, which were offered as 
e.^hjibits, each had the names 
of different companies at the 
t<»}). 

The f»rosecut<ir a.<kcd why 
Jonker hadn’t told Vallance 
he had already made a state¬ 
ment. 

"Because they were dif¬ 
ferent adjusters.” Jonker 
said. 

Did Jonker realize w’ h e n 
he received a letter from Wil¬ 
son and Kofoed and a i>artial 
refund of his premium in Jan¬ 
uary that he had been cover¬ 
ed in the previous two-month 
period. Caniinal asked. 


"I couid have done, yes," 
Jonker retried. 

Was it not true. Cardinal 
asked, that Jonker tried to 
claim on two policies by deal¬ 
ing with two adjusters in two 
different cities and represent¬ 
ing two companies, thinking 
that neither would find out 
about the other? 

"Absolutely not." 

Dr. John Andrews, Salt 
Sfiring physician with whom 
Jonker, and his wife lived 
after the fire, testified to hU 
respected chameter on the is¬ 
land and noted of the indict¬ 
ment; 

'Trom my own personal 
knowledge it doesn’t sound

Health Minister Robert 
McClelland. 

Kahl embarked on his own 
investigation of conditions at 
the hospital after publication 
of a series of Colonist articles 
dealing with problems facing 
Vancouver Island veterans. 

He eees the three main 
problems as: 

• Lack of communication 
between people responsible 
for disseminating hospital pol¬ 
icy and the familiee of veter¬ 
ans. 

• Women who devote sev¬ 
eral hours a day caring for 
their husbands, should not be 
placed in a position where 
such work is expected. of 
them. 

• Veterans’ medical 
records should be readily 
available to family doctors. 

Kahl Is recommending that 
someone be designated imme¬ 
diately to actas liaison be¬ 
tween the hospital bf>ard, x-et- 
erans and their families. 

The person chosen, he said, 
should be a hospital board 
member or someone appoint¬ 
ed to the board, and prefer- 
«hly a handicapped veteran. 

A number of local service 
clubs should be approached, 
he suggest.^, with the aim of 
having their members assist 
wives who have to spend time 
at the hospital caring for their 
disabled relatives. 

Kahl is also recommending 
a review of the method of 
handling veterans’ medical 
files. 

“While it may be said that 
j the phasing out of the federal 
I government’s responsibility 
j and the assuming of the pro¬ 
vincial role in veteran.^’ care, 
j was at best, handled clumsily 
I by the former NDP govern- 
i ment; that, in my opinion. 


makes it more important that 
corrective measures be imple¬ 
mented as quickly at possi¬ 
ble,” Kahl said. 

Stressing that he wanted It 
understood he was not indicat¬ 
ing hospital' staff were not 
doing their utmost in ]mvid- 
ing care for patients, Kahl 
added; “What I am saying is 
the takeovn* arrangements 
have been handled poorly pol¬ 
itically.” 

During his investigations, 
Kahl met members of the ^^c- 
loria-based Veterans’ Ri^vts 
Association of B.C., wives and 
relatives frf patients, and at¬ 
tended public meetings spon¬ 
sored by the rights group to 
discass medical treatment 
patients at Memorial Pavil¬ 
ion.

Garden Notes 


for the last week or more I 
have been yakking away 
•bout fruit trees for the small 
home orchard — why you 
tfiould plant them, when to 
plant, where to plant and 
ahat kinds to plant. It is 
^wut time now to get down to 
business and start bunging 
the little trees Into the 
ground. 

It Is a good Idea, while 
awaiting the delivery of your 
trees, to get some stood topsoil 
in under cover. The Idea here 
is to get It dried off a bit so It 
can be woiiced under and 
around the roots when plant- 
Ing — something you can't do 
with w*et clods of adl. I like to 
store my pile of soil on the 
concrete floor of our garage, 
for it is easier to turn and 
mix it with peat moss, using 
an old coal shovel, when It Is 
on a firm, hard base. 

I add one bucketful of peat 
moss to every four of soil ~ 
this is to Improve its texture 
— and for each bucket of 
peat, I mix in two cups of

Watching old movies in the 
daytime is my only remaining 
vice, as I confessed here the 
other day. but I also pointed 
out that it's a vice I indulge 
only at home in front of the 
TV set, and I wouldn’t of 
course do anything as de¬ 
praved as g(^ng out to a 
theatre to watch an old movie 
In the daytime. 

But all of us are. capable of 
nwre delinquencies we 

sus{>ect. so I was not too sur¬ 
prised last Saturday afternoon 
to find myself sitting In the 
theatre watching Irene Dunne 
in The White Olffs at Dover. 
All I can say tor myself It 
that it was for a good cause, 
and that my wife was with 
me. A man's depravity is 
alw*ays aomewhat mitigated 
if his wife joins him in it. 

White Oiffs was being 
shown as a money raiser to 
help save Kngland’s famous 
landmark from high-rise 
apartments, trailer parks and 
other unseemly encrustations. 
Those chalk>* cliffs had given 
Britain its historic name — 
Albi(Wi — and for more than 
2,000 years they had both at¬ 
tracted and intimidated in¬ 
vaders, from Caesar to the 
moneyed Arab princes of 
today. 

He had been InvHed to the 
benefit by Anna I>ee Nathan, 
the British actress who it 
leading the local effort In a 
Rritish-American campaign to 
save the cliffs with fhe spirit 


bone meal and four of pul¬ 
verized limestone, turning 
with the coal shovel imtfl it is 
well mixed. 

Ideally, the planting j^ts 
should prepared well in ad¬ 
vance of actual planting. By 
dtoring the holea at least a 
week in advance, the soil has 
a chance to become weath¬ 
ered and aerated, which is' all 
to the good.

. Planting pits should be wide 
enough acrow to take all the 
roots spread out nearly hori¬ 
zontally, sloping gently d<wn- 
ward, witht^t any bending, 
cramping or doubling back on 
Itaelf. &Gnd you. a pit needn’t 
be overly diep —. only about 
nine Inches at tta deepest 
point — but It MUST be wide 
enough, three to tour feet 
•cross for most kinds. This 


point was brought home to me 
very forcefully on one oc¬ 
casion. A plum tree which has 
been i^nted too hastily was 
putting on a poor perform¬ 
ance, with weak, apinkly 
growth and anaemic foliage. 
After trying every corrective 
treatment in ihe book. 1 dug It 
up to have a look at the roots, 
livery root tip which has been 
bent or doubled back on itself 
to fit into a too-smallhole had 
rotted away, and no new roots 
had formed In their {dace. 

With a planting jAt dug. 
take some of the excavated 
noil and make a little mound 
in the centre. Sit your tree on 
this mound so,the spread-out 
roots win slope gently dcwm- 
ward and outward from the 
centre. Then, before you do 
any filling in. check the depth 
and see how deep your tree 
be after the planting is 
completed. Your reference 
point is the kinked or swollen 
spot on the main atem — the 
grafted'union. This should ba 
leasOwo inches above th« 
toil level w*hen planting is 


completed. If there Is a soil 
mark on the stem, use this as 
a guide to depth of planting, 
but remember that under no 
circumstances may the graft 
union be buried. This is In 
direct contrast to'the rule for 
rose }danting. 

With the tree sitting on Its 
mound of soil and the roots 
nicely spread out. you can 
start filling in, using the peat- 
s<hI mixture. Jiggle the tree 
up and dow^n a little as you 
proceed, to work the dryish 
soil around and under the 
roots. WIm the hole la about 
twn-thirda filled, stop and 
pour a bucket of water in 
slowly to settle the aoU. When 
this drains away, finish the 
filling with loose, dry soil on 
top. A little Tiansplantone or 
Vitamin B-1 in the water Is a 
worthwUc refinement. 

Finally, stake and tie your 
little tree very firmly to pre-' 
vent wind-rocking, but make 
sure the tie will not chafe the 
bark nor hinder the expanaion 
of the trunk.

Today’! declarer had a 
good start in developing 10 
tricks for his major suit 
game. Unfortunatdy. ho hur¬ 
ried unneceaurily to ruff a 
loeer and with that play the 
timing of the winning plan 
was gone forever. 

The game was reached on 
skimpy values but there’s 
hardly anything wrong with 
that. At rubber bridge most 
any game that offers moro 
than an approximate SS per 
cent chance should be bid. 
After all, even If the cards 
cannot give Ihe contract to 
declarer, the defenders are 
sometimes more than willing 
to do so. 

East won tho heart ace and 
shifted to a trump. Declarer 
won and played his second 
high trump, leaving the high 
trump at large. Now tho 
heart king was cashed and a 
heart was ruffed in dummy. 
TWO high clubs and a club 
ruff failed to split that suit 
and the game now hinged on 
East’s posBcmion of the dia¬ 
mond king. A diamond was 
won by dummy's aoe but a 
diamond back to the queen 
produced no winners and 
declarer ended up losing a 
heart, a trump and two dia¬ 
monds. 

Unlucky? Yes. Declarer 
was the favorite to make the 
hand via the plays he chose. 
However, he aid mi« an ex¬ 
tra chance and that often 
makes the difference be¬ 
tween ending the rubber and 
“one more deal." 

After cashing tho second 
high trump, declarer should 
have started tho club suit. 
Two high clubs and a club 
ruff would reveal the bad 
club break, but declarer 
would still ba In charge. Now 
tho delayed play of the kins 
of hearts and a heart ruff 
would place the lead in dum¬ 
my to ruff another club, mak¬ 
ing tho last club a winner

These votes will not be 
counted until all pulls close 
Monday at 7 p.m. A heavy 
vote is e.vpected after a fast- 
paced 2S^ay election cam¬ 
paign. 

Bourassa. wh(»se Liberals 
swept 102 of the national as¬ 
sembly's 110 seats in 1973, 
said this week he is confident 
his government will be re¬ 
elected. It has i)een in power 
since 1970. 

However, he also released a 
pre-election survey commis¬ 
sioned by the Liberal i>arty 
that showed that 50 per cent 
of voters were unhappy with 
his performance as premier. 
Two of three newspaper sur¬ 
veys shoNved the ^ leading 
the Liberals.

A spokesman for Nkomo 
said he and Mugabe are de- 
terrmned to break off the 
Rhodesia talks as long as Bri¬ 
tain keeps advocating a target 
dale three nwwth.s later 
March 1.

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Heavy terror shelling 
raises Beirut death toll 


RPTFRIT (AiP) — A sudden 
esratation of terror shelling 
Into Beiiut’s residential 
quarters killed more than 20 
persona Triday while Syrian 
peacekeepers delayed their 
takeover of the embattlg^^ity. 
centre. 

The artillery exchange sent 
random e.\t>lo6inna into 
i rowded streets for most <»f 
the morning. It threu’ a pall 
of fright over previous op- 
timisnrk that Syria’s military 
strength here means peace if 
at hand after exactly 19 
months of civil war. 

“Damn the Arab deterrent 
fhrees,” said a young boy 
standing next to a crimson 
bloodstain on the sidewalk of 
a teeming quarter in Moslem- 
populated west Beirut. “Why 
don’t they come here?” 

Oiristian militia officials 
«aid heavy artiller>* shells 
also were lobbed into the mid- 
die-class Christian neigh¬ 
borhood of Ashrafiya. But no 


one claimed to know who 
started the exchange. 

Youths raced throubh west¬ 
ern Beirut streets on jeeps fit¬ 
ted with machine-guns warn¬ 
ing people to get into their 
homes for shelter. Hospitals 
repoTteij 24 klllM and more 
than loo'^unded in. the. Mos¬ 
lem sector and four killed and 
eight wounded in Christian 
areas. 

The 6,000-man Syrian force 
that pulled into and around 
Beirut on Wednesday re¬ 
mained at its positions in 
northern, eastern and south¬ 
ern <)uarters. Two more 
3.0UO-man brigades! were re- 
}x>rted on the way to the caf)i- 
tal for the next big Syrian 
move. Christian sources said. 

This is to include lakei>ver 
of the devastated downtown 
battle zone and key govenv 
ment installations. The 
Syrians plan to establish a 
buffer /one about .100 yards 
wide and three miles long to 


separate combatants, they 
said. 

The additions will bring to 
12,000 the number of Syrian 
troops committted into and 
around Beirut, backed by 
more than 360 tanks and an 
equal number ot armored i>er- 
sonnel carriers. 

Reports in Beirut said the 
Syrians were awaiting arrival 
of these troc^s and additional 
n<m-Syrian peacekeepers be¬ 
fore making their push into 
the battle ^vnes. This w'ould 
give the t)eacekeeping force 
more of a fian-Arab charac¬ 
ter, the reix>ris said. 

Saitdi Arabians, Sudanese 
and libyans have been part 
of the 'i.SOIVman force here 
since June. But these have 
not partk'ipated with the 
Syrians so far and rarely 
have ibeen seen anywhere 
near the fighting.

Two men were fined $500 
each and ordered to pay by 
instalments of $50 a month 
when they wer>e sentenced in 
Victoria county court Friday 
for possession of marijuana. 

Judji^e Leslie Cashman said 
he wanted the men to think 
about the offence each time 
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they made a payment on the 
fine for the next 10 months. 

Clive Edward Haas and 
Gregory Allan Searle were 
charged jointly and pleaded 
guilty to having about three 
oimces of refined marijuana 
end a larger quantity of seeds 
and unrefined marijuana 
when police raided premises 
at 239 Burnside West Aug. 2L 

Haas* mother took the stand 
to give character evidmce 
and said both her son, who 
was employed and attending 
classes at Camosun Cbllege, 
atnd Searte, a u n i ver s ity drop¬ 
out also employed, were 
young men of normally good 
beha^or. 

Haas had never been any 
trouble — "too good to be 
4rue.** his mother said — and 
Searlestruck her as a "fine, 
considerate boy.” 

But she was glad they were 
caught. ‘It takes something 
like that to bring them up,” 
she said. 

TTie arrest had put them 
"almost into a state of 
shook.'* and had visibly 
impressed their circle <rf 
friends who had ceased cer¬ 
tain of their activities: "It's 
owne v«y close to home." 

Counsel Hobert Jc^ston 
said the two had been experi- 
m e n t i n g with marijuana 
every weekend over a period 
of a few weeks, along with a 
circle of 10 to 15 friends who 
considered the drug a substi¬ 
tute for liquor. 

They had found it "too ex¬ 
pensive and risky” to buy 
"bag by bag" and had there¬ 
fore sought toe larger quan¬ 
tity to refine themselves.

VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
nine-yeanold boy. who was 
described as starving when he 
was found wandering near 
Kitsllano beach last year, was 
permanently committed Fri¬ 
day toe care of child wel¬ 
fare aurthorities.- 

Family court Judge Win¬ 
ifred Murphy rejected a plea 
by the boy’s 27-year-old 
motoer that the child be re¬ 
turned to her care. 

The judge's writ te n decision 
concluded a year-long battle 
for the custody of the boy, 
who was turned over to auth- 
oritiet In September, 1975. 

The boy has been in the cus¬ 
tody toe Vancouver re¬ 
sources board since he was 
found by two passefs-by. who 
were alarmed at bis emaciat¬ 
ed ccmdition and called police. 

Judge Muntoy, making 
w^t she described as a 
"serious and rather sad deci¬ 
sion" for the boy, said the 
boy’s home is unfit "by rea¬ 
son of neglect and cruelty." 

"I have not found that toe 
cruelty was the result of de¬ 
liberate starvation, but (was) 
physical and emoticmal," she 
said. 

TTie judge concluded that 
toe boy’s mother was unable 
to care properly for him. 

Since he was taken into the 
care ot the resources board, 
toe bey. who has never at¬ 
tended school, was found to 
be suffering from ulcerative 
colitis. 

The judge said the boy, who 
was living wito his aunt and 


father when he was appre¬ 
hended, now wants to live 
wito his mother, who has a 
common-law husband and twt> 
other children. 

"I am not however, com- 
plet^y satisfied that there is 
a real depth to the expressed 
love between this mother and 
her child," said the Judge.

ported. Tbe accident ap¬ 
parently resulted from faulty 
brakes on the bus, the report 
said. 


"Based on toe evidence and 
my own observations, it ap- 
I)ear8 to me that this eldld 
and his mother have a some¬ 
what passive and unnatural 
reiatiemship." 

The judge said she is not 
t:ertain that the boy actually 
knew w4k> his mother was 
until toe legal proceedings 
began. 

Judge Murphy said the 
mother was not aware that 
the child’s illness, from which 
he had been suffering for four 
years, was serious and had 
not sought medical treatment 
for him. 

“She said this was probably 
mis judgment <m her part, but 
I rejected this explanation as 
being irresponsible and unbe¬ 
lievable." said Judge Murphy. 

She said she did not find the 
mother a credible witness and 
found her immature. She also 
questioned the mother's sio- 
cerity in daimlng that in fii- 
ture she would give the boy 
proper core.

Every hear of Hong Kong 
Charlie? 

He’s a veteran in VictOTia 
viho has a lot to remember. 

Now 78. Charles Griffiths 
served in the Plrst Worid War 
with the Royal Navy and in 
the Second World War with 
the Royal Canadian Navy. 

He’s a boy of the old brl-

way” at the veterans’ boepU 
tal, now known as the Memo¬ 
rial Pavilion, as a part-time 
messenger in the out-patient 
department which is shortly 
to be phased out if Veterans' 
Affairs has its way. 

He has a small room, de¬ 
corated with photographs, in 
the Alcorn wl^ of Memorial 
Pavilion. 

He was a fighter In two 
world wars, and he is still a 
fighter. This time he’s in¬ 
volved in a battle for veter¬ 
ans’ rights. 

Since Integration with Royal 
Jubilee Hospital two years 
ago, the veterans* hospital 
has been the focus of a con¬ 
troversy over gradual erosion 
of veterans’ rights and with¬ 
drawal of medical services to 
which veterans are entitled 
under the law. 

Since 1974, 17 doctors and 
specialists have been re¬ 
moved from the Pavilion. 

Hong Kong Charlie has 
lived in Victoria more than 30 
years. In 1945, as yeoman of 
signals, he helped convoy in¬ 
fantry troc^s from HMCS 
Naden at Esquimalt to Hong 
Kong aboard HMCS Prince 
Robert, a converted cruise 
ship. 

On his way back to Esqui¬ 
malt after spending “four or 
five hell-raising days in Kong 
Kong.” Pearl Harbor was 
bombed by the Japanese, the 
U.S. entered the war, and the 
nickname Hong Kong Charlie 
was coined. 

At Naden, he trained signal¬ 
men and patrolled the Canadi¬ 
an and American west coast 
as far south as Mexico. In Oc¬ 
tober, 1940, he was yeoman erf 
signals in the Prince Robert 
when she captured a German 
freighter near Manzanillo, 
Mexico, and escorted the ves¬ 
sel back to Esquimalt. Ihe 
German crew was sent to an 
internment camp. , 

Hong Kong Charlie lost his 
Oldest brother in the First 
World War. His brother was a 
signal bosun aboard HMS 
Cressy. which was torpedoed 
by a German U-boat on Sept. 
22, 1914. His brother had en¬ 
listed only 13 days before the 
ktcident. 

When the First World War 
broke out, Griffiths had just 
finished his training at Green- 
wdeh Royal Naval Hospital 
School. On May 31. 1916. he 
was a signalman aboard the 
light cruiser HMS Inconstant 
when the Battle of Jutland 
erupted in the North Sea. 75 
miles off the Danish coast. 
About 9.000 Britwis and Ger¬ 
mans died in the battle, in¬ 
volving more than 250 ships of 
the British grand fleet and the 
German high seas fleet. 

“We just did our job. W’e 
took the rough with the 
smooth,” he said 'Tuesday. 
■■I’m just one of the guys.” 

These are some excerpts 
from a letter 18-year-old 
Charlie Griffiths wrote to his 
mother from HMS Inconstant, 
when the battle was over, 
June 4. 1916: 

“The noise was terrific as 
I every ship that had guns for 


the range w^as firing. 'There 
was one great drawback for 
us and that was the light as 
we were silhouetted against 
the sun and they wrere in 
mist. 

“We were not allowed to 
sling our hammocks that 
night so I spent a couple of 
hours on the mess table. I 
was on the bridge again early 
next morning ... 

“There will be a very sad 
sight tomorrow when the 
brave fellows who lost their 
lives are buried. I shall not be 
able to attend as I will be on 
watch.” 

In Victoria Tuesday, talking 
with a reporter at one of the 
tables in the lounge of the 
Legion’s 'Trafalgar branch, he 
had this to say: 

"FYom Kong Kong Charlie, 
a special message: Re¬ 
member our dead. They are 
gone but not forgotten. But 
what about the living, the vet¬ 
erans'in hospitals?’*

least three. 

The company was paridng 
up to el^t lai*^ logging vehi¬ 
cles for indefinite perils on 
city streets, repairing tfiem 
there, blocking a line with 


parited vehicles, and conduct¬ 
ing a business in ^ residential 
zone which was a "RuisarKe 
and disturbance" to its neigh¬ 
bours. -he claimed. 

His argument got strong 
supfiort from at ledst two al¬ 
dermen, but the entire matter 
was tabled until the return 
this week of Aid. Jim Robert¬ 
son, chairman of the ^clal 
developmnit committee, 
which had been dealing with 
the company on prior 
plaints filed by Beckingham.

ing" a lane, since in fact no 
proper lane existed except on 
city maps. 

This led Mayor Howard 
McLean to tell Beckingham 
that he must formally request 
the opening of the lane on 
terms that he had actual use 
for it. 

Beckinjd^am Immediately 
jsaid that he so requested, 
since he would eventually re¬ 
quire access by as many as 21 
of his tenants’ vehicles, and 
Aid, George McKnight then 
moved that the city manage¬ 
ment be instructed to "open 
the lane at whatever e.'qwnse 
might be incurred.” 

THE LANE ISSUE having 
been dealt with, a motion to 
enforce the other bylaws re¬ 
garding parking and use of 
the street to repair the trucks 
came up for equally heated 
debate. 

During this discussion, an 
obviously-angered McLean 
told council that while they 
were not "saying .so In so 
many words" they were in ef¬ 
fect "forcing yet another busi¬ 
ness out of the city." 

"Tliis company ha.s indicat¬ 
ed to us that he will be per¬ 
fectly willimt to move bis oper¬ 
ation to a more suitable site 
as soon as <»ne can be found 
for him. and we are right now’ 
in the process of putting final 
details to our plans for an In- 
d'’';^riat park." he .said.

Valley Region Board, Pat Qe- 
ments. who was critical of the 
crown corporation, related 
this information at a board 
meeting this week after being 
advised by district residents 
that they were referred to the 
region’s district office. 


"This is just one more ex¬ 
ample where a senior gov¬ 
ernment agency,makes a de¬ 
cision without any input from 
a lotral level, and leaving the 
Ifx-al government no choice 
but to pnwide the service 
when rotiucstcd to do so by 


live residents," Gemwits said. 

Since the board has re¬ 
ceived inquiries about street 
lighting, the board chairman 
said he'now has been , advised 
advised by B.G. Hydro that as 
of March 1. 1976. the corpora¬ 
tion will install street ligliting 


in an area only on the instruc¬ 
tion from the a pprop ri ate gov¬ 
ernment body. 

And, the crowh corporation 
will no longer install private 
road lights at all. If an area 
wishes to be serviced, it must

Once-starving waif 
saved from ^cruelty ^ 


VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
nine-yeaiM>Id boy, who was 
described as staiMng when he 
was found wandering near 
Kitsilano beach last year, was 
permanently committed Fri¬ 
day of the care of diUd wel¬ 
fare authorities. 

Family court Judge Win¬ 
ifred Murphy rejected a plea 
by the boy’s 27-yeai>old 
mother that the child be re¬ 
turned to her care. 

The judge's written decision 
concluded a year-king battle 
for the custo^ <rf the b(^, 
who was turned over to auth¬ 
orities in September, 1975. 

The bqy has been in the cus¬ 
tody of the Vancom’er re-' 
sources board since be was 
found by two passers-by. who 
were alarmed at his emaciat¬ 
ed condition and called police. 

Judge Murphy, making 
what she desciibed as a 
"serious and rather sad deci¬ 
sion'* for the boy. said the 
boy’s home is unfit “by rea¬ 
son of neglect and cruel^." 

“I have not found that the 
cruelty was the result of de¬ 
liberate starvation, but (was) 
|4iysloal and emotional.” she 
said. 

The judge concluded that 
the boy’s mother was unable 
to care properly for him. 

Since he was taken into the 
care of the resources board, 
the boy, who has never at¬ 
tended school, was found to 
be suffering from ulcerative 
colitis. 

The ju0ge said the boy, who 
was living with his aunt and 


father when he was appi^ 
bended, now wants to live 
with his mother, who has a 
common-law husband and two 
other children.

priscsi, and to a hostage¬ 
taking Incident at Mikinson 
Hoad jail in February. 

The case was adjourned 
from Wednesday when coun¬ 
sel David li&son made a 
lengthy submission to the 
court based largely on letters 
written by the prisoner while 
awaiting trial.

Old documents 
get reprieve 
—of sorts

Members of Victoria City Hall Employees’ Associa- 
tion are helping to save tons of “irreplaceable archival 
documents” which a few days ago appeared headed for 
the incinerator. 

It was after Ainslie Helmcken, Victoria's official 
archivist, condemned the city for its plan to destroy the 
valuable document that association membership en* 
tered the picture. 

The bulky documents, stored on the third floor at 
city hall, were placing a strain on the building struc¬ 
ture, the city’s engineering department ruled, and a 
general clean-out of the area was ordered. 

Helmcken, upect over the edict, warned that if the 
files were destroyed without proper scrutiny “much of 
the city's recorded history would be lost forever.” 

The document.s might include information which 
could prove the heritage value of many houses in the 
Victoria area, he added. 

The files also include historic maps, engineering 
records, burial plots of Ross Bay cemetery, boxes of 
material from former mayors and city council.^ “and 
just plain interesting stories filed away for future gen¬ 
erating to study, enjev Md follow the development of 
our city.” 

As a result of talking to the archivist, the associa¬ 
tion quickly formed a committee to wT)rk with Helmck¬ 
en to save the documents. 

The committee, operating on a strictly volunteer 
basis will, under Helmcken's supervision, assist in ex¬ 
amining and cataloguing the papers. 

Anything deemed of no particular historic impor¬ 
tance or duplicating other information would, on the ap¬ 
proval of the city, be destre^ed. 

An association spokesman said, however. It was ob¬ 
vious the valuable documaits could not be piled on fhe 
third floor indefinitely so, "it would appear the next 
step is up to city council ~ find a suitable triace to 
store these art^val documents.”

School District, the LRB 
panel had opposing dog 
theories thrown at it 

The association said exclud¬ 
ing the achool district from 
accreditation would, be tan¬ 
tamount to “accrediting the 
tail and leaving out the dog.” 

But to two union locals 
fighting to keep the school 
employees separate, inclusion 
would mean “the school dis¬ 
trict is almost bound to be¬ 
come a bedraggled tail at¬ 
tached to a very laige muni¬ 
cipal rump” 

Opposing inclusion of the 
schml district were locals of 
the Canadian Union of Public 
Employeet representing in¬ 
side and outside school dis¬ 
trict employees. 

Other CUPE officials said 
Friday the ntling this week 
accrediting the association 
was vital for two reasons: 

The municipalities and the 
school district wrill be bound 
to the collective ban^aining 


pact with none able to slip 
out and go its own way. And a 
strike or lockout in any one 
area, aocording to the union, 
would mean picketing could 
be carried out in all. 

This is one of the points the 
twa> opposing union locals 
made in presenting argumeift 
against inclusion of the school 
district They said the school 
district “cannot Ije exempt 
from any lockout, or escape 
the . consequ^Mes . of any 
strike.” > 

the union locals also argued 
the Public Schools Act did not 
permit a third-party to do the 
bangainlng end that a good 
“one-on-one” relatioaship 

with the school district would 
be destroyed. 

The LRB rej€cte<^ most of 
the union’s arguments. 

Referring to the claim of 
the locals that there had been 
good bargaining relations 
with the school district, the 
LRB panel noted ; 


"It is obvious that the 
unions feel threatened as to 
future bai^aining prospects. 
The panel is not insensitive to 
such an expression of anxiety, 
but at the same time. Is not 
persuaded that this concern 
hat any real substance to it.” 

A kxskout-strike situatkm in 
1974-75 pushed the municipal- 
Itiei toward the joint bargain¬ 
ing concept. The various 
CUPE locals also had their 
problems when the outside 
school district employees 
went back to woric ahead of 
the others. 

Included in the group repre¬ 
sented by the association (or 
bargaining |)urposes are the 
Capital Region District, Qty 
of Vi<-toria, Esquimau, Oak 
Ray. Saanich and the school 
district. Not included are the 
various police and fire depart¬ 
ments. 

Within this grouping are 
nine CUPE locals and some 
2,500 employees.

Rlanshard students out to prove physietd activity helps srhoolwork 


Jog-to-learn off to a head

ALTHOUGH academic 
achievement over the first 
two years of a physical educa¬ 
tion pilot project hasn't been 
substantial, staff and students 
at Blanahard elementary 
ai'hool are enthusiastic about 
the program. 

.Started In September, 1974. 
and railed the Rlanshard 
Project, the program pro¬ 
motes daily physical educa¬ 
tion and is supposed to be 
modelled on a program first 
slanted in Vanves, a subuib of 
Paris. 

Rlanshard was.chosen 
among nine applicants in the 
(Greater Victoria school dis¬ 
trict and Dr. Fred Martens, 
currently on sabbatical from 
the education faculty at the 
University of Victoria, recent¬ 
ly issued his report on the 
project, which is expected to 
last between five and 10 
years. 


THE OBJECn of the pro¬ 
gram, as outlined in Martens’ 
preface, are more efficient 
learning conditions in an envi¬ 
ronment that produces all- 
round development including 
I>hysical health, improved at¬ 
titudes, and skills In a variety 
of activities in physical educa¬ 
tion and the arls. 

Martens noted that no sub¬ 
stantial changes- took place 
generally in the children's ac¬ 
ademic achievement in (ha 
first tiwo years of the ex¬ 
perimental program. 

“It is significant 1o note, 
however, that the 1974 
achievement was ipaintained 
even though substantially less 
time was devoted to the intel¬ 
lectual aspects’ of school in 
the two succeeding school 
yean.” 

THE PROGRAM. Martens 
stressed, emphasized physical 
activities rather than athlet¬ 


ics, which Martens defined as 
formal competition. Such 
things as jogging, dancing, 
climbing, chinning, balancing, 
track and field instruction, 
swimming, volleyball, camf)- 
Ing. skating and bowling were 
included in the daily program. 

Martens was quick to point 
out that though he measured 
no significant a<‘ademic 
achievement such things take 
time to show up. 

“Now that the groundwork 
Is laid,” Martens said, 
“there’s no way the children 
— provided titey have the 
same aptitude and so on 
will not do better wrk." 

The basic idCK, Martens 
said, vns to eatabllsh an envi¬ 
ronment in which children 
would want to do better work. 

IN THE VANVICR project, 
timetables of some classes 
were revised so that the chil¬ 
dren did their academic work 
in the mornings and devoted 


the aftemoems to more physi¬ 
cally active e.xperiences in 
art. music and physical edu¬ 
cation. In the I-Yench sched¬ 
ule, the time for academic 
work was reduced seven or 
eight hours a week and those 
e.xtra hours devoted to physi¬ 
cal education. In a jO-year 
period of exT>eriments, it was 
found that those In the experi¬ 
mental classes were superior 
lo those in normal claves In 
health, fitness, enthusiasm 
and academic performance. 

Although the tYench ex?)erl- 
inent couldn't be followed ex¬ 
actly because ot lack of gym 
space and schodl budget cut¬ 
backs, the idea. wa.s copied. 

Martens also noted some 
psychoU^cal improvements 
in the Blanshard students. 
The feeling of self-worth ap¬ 
peared to * be improving and 
there were indications that 
.school and classroom climate 
improved.

THE CHILDREN were test¬ 
ed under the CAHPER (Cana¬ 
dian Association for Health, 
Physical Education and Rec¬ 
reation) fitness and perform¬ 
ance lest and an exercise 
stress test called PWC 170, 
which stood for physical work 
capacity, with heart rate 
raised to 170 beats a minute 
by the use of the bicycle er- 
gometcr. 

Tn addition, the students 
were tested by a one-mile run 
and a nine-minute run. These 
lest* have been performed the 
last two Junes and will be 
r^)eated each June for the 
duration of the project. 

Principal Ron Berod and his 
staff were ecstatic about the 
school's victory last week in a 
cross-country race against 
other elementary schools. Be¬ 
sides winning tiie event, 90 
nut of the school’s 330 pu{)ils 
took part in the race.

Bandit bungled 
binding victim 


A six-font bandit who has a 
lot to leai-n about binding his 
victims, escaped with $2’i0 
from Young's Shoe Store in 
Colwood Plaza Friday. 

The l7-ycar-oid clerk he 
blindfolded and taped hand 
and foot was free and back on 
her feet moments after he 
had fled throu^ 'the back 
door of the shop. 

“I was in a squatting posi¬ 
tion and I fell over — as soon 
as I fell the tape snai^ed," 
Debtee Smith said. 

The young cleric said she 
was alone in the store early in 
the afternoon when the beard¬ 
ed bandit confronted her with 
what she thought to be a gun. 

Debbie didn’t recall exactly 
what the intruder said, but 
she did get the message that 
he was staging a holdup and 
that he meant business. 

After he had taken the 
money he placed black tape 
over her eyes, taped her 


hand.s behind her and used 
more tape to hold her ankles 
together. 

A siwkrsman from the Ool- 
wofxl RCMP detachment said 
a customer entered the front 
door about the same time the 
man was leaving by the back 
door. 

Police described the bandit 
as sbe feet tall, slim, 23 to 30 
years old, blond, with a beard 
and dark moustache with 
light spot*. He was wearing a 
blue jacket, blue jeans and 
might have had a black hand¬ 
kerchief around his neck. 

Police are looking for a sec¬ 
ond man, also dressed in blue, 
but slightly shorter than the 
other. They say the second 
man did not take part in the 
holdup but was seen with the 
bandit earlier. 

Another employee said Fri¬ 
day was a sale day, but' 
agi-eed that the bandit’s bar¬ 
gain was a little more than 
the store had in mind. 


A night dress eight-year-old 
Danae Higgins wore when it 
caught fire, causing second 
and third-degree bums to her' 
body, was manufactured by a 
company that five years ago 
was reported making flamma¬ 
ble workshirts. 

The workshirts, bearing a 
label Champion and Made in 
China, were manufactured in 
Taiwan. 

.So was the night dress 
which .Saanich fire chief 
liarold Gains said “burned 
rapidly.” sending Danae Hig¬ 
gins to hospital oti her birth¬ 
day Wednesday night. 

In 1971, after hundreds of 
.Saanich and Victoria resi¬ 
dents phoned police to say 
they owned the flammable 
Champion shirts, the ehirts 
were removed from store 
shelves. No one was iniured. 
although the shirts had nap 
that burned easily. 

Danae Higgtos was not so 
lucky. 

Friday night she was In the 
hum unit of Victoria General 
in “very stable” condition. A 
hospital spokesman said she 
was “doing fine, and in tor» 
notch condition.” She was ad¬ 
mitted with bums to 25 per 
cent of her body from the 
neck to the groin. 

Gains said the girl was in 
the living room of her 
parents’ home watching tele¬ 
vision with her 10-year-old 
sister Diana, plasting with a 
cigarette lighter, when it set 
the gown afire. 

The parents. Mr. and Mrs. 
Wolfgang Arnold of 3971 Pan¬ 
ther, were not at home at the 
time. 

Although the older sister 
tried to snuff the flames with 
a pillow, Danae became excit¬ 
ed and jumped out of her 
chair. Gains said. 

At that time the bum patch 
was about half the size of a 
djqner plate, the older sister 
told'T^ains. 

The sister then rushed 
Danae to a bathroom, turned 
on the shower, shoved.-her 


under the spray, and extin¬ 
guished the flames. 

"It was a damn smart thing 
for a 10-year-old to do,” Gains 
said, crating the sister with 
saving Danae's lif^. 

Gains said he had sent the 
remains of the night dress to 
Vancouver for aiMtiysis by the 
provincial fire marshal’s of¬ 
fice. If it contained synthetic 
material, he will ask the pro¬ 
vincial consumer ministry for 
action. 

Tn Vancouver deputy pro¬ 
vincial fire marshal Ken 0>l- 
Jier told Gains Friday that the 
fire marshal’s office would co¬ 
operate fully in the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Gains is concerned that the 
same kind of accident could 
happen again — and again. 

Short of "changing people's 
buying habits,” he doesn’t see 
any quick solutions. He would 
like to see more people edu¬ 
cated in fire safety. 

He would also like to see 
strong safety standards es¬ 
tablished for all types of 
clothing, not just chidren’s 
clothing. He said that an el¬ 
derly person in Victoria re¬ 
cently received severe bums 
after dix^ping' cirarettc ash 
on a bathrobe. F'abric used 
In a cotton nightgown which 
burs^ into flames and resulted 
in the 1974 death of a thi'ee- 
yeaiMild Surrey girl, passed 
federal flame rctardancy 
standards. 


A federal consumer affairs 
spokesman said then the ma¬ 
terial had been tested in the 
department’s laboratories and 
wns above the minimum stan¬ 
dard specified in the federal 
Textiles Act. 

The tests were based on the 
"bum-time” of the cloth. 

The minimum bum-time of 
fabrics like flannelette and 
cotton is four seconds. If >a 
match applied to the fabric 
flares up in less than four sec¬ 
onds. it Isn't up to standard. 

Anything over four second.s 
Is acceptable. What is the dif¬ 
ference, to the wearer of a 
garment, between an unac¬ 
ceptable 3.9 seconds and an 
acceptable 4.1 seconds bum- 
time? 

TTiis is the questi<m which a 
"minimum standard” cannot 
answer. 

TTie safety standards of 
clothing sold In Victoria — by 
manufacturers known to pro¬ 
duce flammable items — have 
no answer fen* Danae Higgins.

Two men were killed and 
another was reported close to 
death Friday night after a car 
crashed into a pile of con- 
struction dirt, then vaulted 
over it. 

ITte mishap occurred on an 
unflntshed extension of Gar- 
pet off Cedar Hill Road. 
There was no lighting around 
the three-foot-hi^ pile of dirt, 
but police said it wasn’t on a 
finished portion of road and 
might even have been consid¬ 
ered to be on the construction 
site where an apartment 
building Is being erected. 

According to information 
given police, the car carrying 
four men — all in their twen¬ 
ties — travelled west on Gar¬ 
net from Shelboume at a high 
rate of speed, then entered 
the dead-end extension.

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Fred Rogers—Entertains, informs children 

Mr. Rogers 'Expanding' 


By JOAN HANAliER 

Fred Rogers, whose Mr. 
Roger'a Neighborhood televi¬ 
sion programs have brought 
delight and perhaps the beginn¬ 
ings of wisdom to millions of 
children, has switched to the 
other end of the age spectrum, 
the elderly. 

But that doesn't mean he has 
forgotten the kids. 

Mr. Rogers, graying ever so 
slightly at the temples, calmly 
assured yet diffident, appears 
exactly the same in person as 
he does on the highly regarded 
children's show that is broad¬ 
cast on PBS. 

His present involvements are 
many. Although the 
"neighborhood " shows new be¬ 
ing presented are all repeats, it 
has taken Rogers and his staff 
considerable time to update 
them. 

"We did 5.000 changes," he 
said in p interview, “and it 
has taken us almost two years. 
Children couldn't care less 
about the width of my lapels or 
my ties, but there were other 
things to update. Most of the 


changes we made were in the 
earlier shows. 

"Now we have a library of 
tapes — 460 color half hours, 
which should last' about two 
years without any repeats. 
Most children's programs 
repeat material within the 
program, but ours are 100 per 
cent new material. 

"After two years, the 
children should be geared to 
see it at least one more time, 
which means four years ol 
programs," 

Rogers, « pioneer in 
meaningful children's 
programs tbat stress the in¬ 
dividual worth of each child 
and help them overcome many 
of their fears and concerns, 
now is turning his attention to 
others who might need help. 

He has completed segments 
of shows in what he hopes will 
be a new series called "old 
friends, new friends.’*'" 

“With the 'Neighborhood,' 
we hopetl that the older 
children and parents would 
look over the small children's 
shoulders to watch the show."

he said. "Now this show is 
geared for older people, and we 
hope the parents and young 
children will watch over the 
grandparents’ shoulders." 

He said one reason he 
became involved In a show for 
persons in their 70s and 80s — 
aside from the need for sucb 
programming — was the 
volume of mail he received 
from elderly viewers ol 
"Neighborhood” who found the 
show something they could 
share with their grandchildren, 
even if the grandchildren lived 
in another city. 

His other projects Include I 
Am, I Can, I Will, a program 
for helping handicapped 
children; and a Let’s Talk 
About,,. series that provides 
help for the stressful times in 
family life. The first In the 
series is aimed at reassuring 
children faced with hospitaliza¬ 
tion about what they will en¬ 
counter. 

He pointed out that simple 
aspects — eating in bed, using 
a bedpan — can be disturbing 
to a child who has been taught 
it is bad to eat cookies in bed, 
and is not too many years away 
from the toilet-training ex¬ 
perience. 

If old people and sick 
children seem a far distance 
for his "Neighborhood,” it’s 
only an illusion, Rogers’ 
primary interest lies with the 
family, although the children 
are never far from his 
thoughts. 

"There are so many forces in 
society that split the family," 
he said. “The family is essen¬ 
tial to the growth of human be¬ 
ings and television can be an in¬ 
tegrative force in the family 
rather than a divisive one.” 

"I don’t mean giving lectures 
— but this is a chance to thank 
him for sharing what he’s 
learning with us, and after all 
w hat is the job of parents but to 
support what is positive in 
their kids. We have to be a 
bulwark against what our kids 
bump up against out there.”

Invisible 

Barriers 

'Problem' 

I.OS ANGELES (AP) - The 
television and advertisiag 
worlds are filled with invisible 
barriers. Ricardo Montalban 
has broken one. and he hopes Is 
break another. 

Some of those longstandiiif 
barriers have been shattered ia 
recent years as blacks, orien¬ 
tals and other minorities have 
been inteerated into commer¬ 
cials and casts of TV shows. 
But, except for comedy shows 
like “Chico and the Man.” ths 
prejudice against accents 
remained 

"Advertisers would use ac¬ 
cents on rare occasions, 
perhaps a Frenchman to sell 
wines, a Swedish girl for 
aftershave lotion.” Montalbaa 
observed. "But it was un¬ 
thinkable to use an accent to 
advertise a 100 per cent 
American product ” 

Although he attended Fairfax 
High School here and has spent 
most of his adult life in ths 
United States, his speech still 
bears evidence of his native 
Mexico — his parents srers 
bom in Spain. 

“Yes. (he accent has 
hampered my career in films,” 
he remarked. “In Hollywood 
they write scripts to star 
American types " 

Vet for .10 years he has 
earned a good living for 
himself, wife Georgiana and 
their four children, now grown. 
Not only in films and 
television: he has toured in 
such stage attractions as “Ths 
King and I” and “Don Juan in 
Hell.” The one medium hs 
could, not break into was ths 
lucrative field of TV commer¬ 
cials. 

Ths situation changed two 
years ago when the Chrysler 
rorp. chose Montalban to in¬ 
troduce its Cordoba line. 

"1 opened a tiny door that 
used to be closed.” said Mow- 
talban “Now Sergio Francbl 
and others have followed.”

Since then, it’s bees 
third in its Urns period and 
twice at the bottom of the 
Nielsen pile. 

ABC’s two Saturday sitcoms, 
“Holmes” and “T. and ’Tina,” 
on the air three weeks, also 
have gotten low, low ratings, 
save for the “Tina” premiere, 
srhn it was Snd of 59 shows 
rated. 

An ABC spokesman insists 
neilher cotnedy is doomed, 
though.

Persistently low ratings (or 
NBC's “Gemini Man’’ on

The zoom lens promised a lot 
when it was first introduced 
several years ago. but the first 
models were not well made and 
the results were very poor. 
Photographers turned their 
barks but the lens manufac¬ 
turers knew they had a good 
product and poured their ef¬ 
forts into redesigning until they 
produced a very useful piece of 
photographic equipment 

Today's zoom lenses are far 
superior to those of only four or 
five years ago. and for the 
photographer with a limited 
budget, the zoom lens can be 
quite useful for a number of 
reasons. 

The main advantage for the 
photographer is that this zoom 
lens can do the Job of several 
expensive lenses One oi the 
most popular zooms of todav is 
the one which features effec¬ 
tive focal lengths of around 


80mm to 200mm. Thus the 
photographer can choose any 
focal length in between such as 
85mm. I05mm. 135mm and 
200mm 

The practical side of using 
the zoom lens ia that with this 
capability, the photographer 
can pick and choose numerous 
picture posibilities without 
moving or changing lenses. 

Take a look at the pictures 
here which demonstrate what I 
am talking about. The first was 
made using an 80mm setting 
Here we see several tuna boats 
tied up at a dock On the right 
side, the bow of a tuna boat 
adds a little interest to the pic¬ 
ture. 

In the second picture, the 
scene has changed by zooming 
into the area equal to using a 
135mm lens. Now we still see 
the bow of the boat, but the 
background has been brought 
closer. 


Now. In the last picture, the 
zoom has been changed to a 
2n0mm setting and we get an 
even closer look at the tuna 
boat 

All of these pictures were 
made from a single point, the 
only change having been made 
in the zoom lens. 

The 35mm single-lens-reflex 
camera and the zoom lens 
make a natural .pair since you 
can watch the view-finder and 
select the cropping and com¬ 
position as you zoom in or out. 
Zooming in means going to the 
telephoto end and zooming out 
means going to the wider angle 
end 

Thus the photographer who 
has say a wide angle lens and a 
zoom of the 80-20()mm range 
can have a complete set of 
lenses in his bag without any 
hassle 

The zoom lens does tend to be 
a little front heavy when at¬ 


tached to your camera so you 
should exercise special atten¬ 
tion to camera shake as you do 
when using normal telephoto 
lenses 


Once focused, most zoom 
lenses are designed to hold that 
focus during any zooming you 
require. In fart, a good prac¬ 
tice to use. if you have the 
time, is to zoom in. focus the 
camera and then zoom out until 
you have exactly the composi¬ 
tion you want for your picture. 
•Riere might be a slight focus 
adjustment necessary, but the 
better quality lenses will hold 
their focus pretty good. 


The better zoom lenses will 
range in price from 8150 to 
8250 This may seem high, but 
consider the cost of buying four 
or five lenses to do the Job this 
single lens will do and I think 
you ran sea the economics 
pretty well.

and since retirement from log¬ 
ging has built a lair reputation 
in the San Francisco Bay Area 
as the saw freak. " 

"There's not a lot of com¬ 
petition." says Scribner, who 
moved to Lemon Grove.

This In tom means writing in which speculation takes 
over from reality.

As lor that subplot, which concerns Rashida, a female 
commando ' with the Papular Front ot the Liberation of 
Palestine, It functions like a carrot held In front of the 
reader's nose while he's being belabored with all that 
political argument from the rear The result, naturally, is 
that the reader moves forward all agog with anticipation, 
and Rohmer is bold enough not to disappoint him. 

For a while, I actually wondered if Rohmer had con¬ 
tracted Rashida's scenes out to someone else, because they 
are so different in tone from the rest of this novel. But the 
meticulous attention to detail which they contain is an un¬ 
mistakable Rohmer trademark So are the earnest explana¬ 
tions of her conduct, which state the Palestinian case with 
frankness and sympathy. 

I think it Is to Richard Rohmer's credit that he has 
producerfa novel which not only attempts to explain Quebec 
to his English-speaking readers, but which also seeks to ex¬ 
plain an unpopular cause. Separation will not meet anyone's 
definition of literature, but it's going to be read. And that, to 
a shrewd propagandist like Rohmer, Is what counts.

Legend has It, though it's not 
been the experience of this 
reviewer, that an insatiable 
hunger follows, by about an 
hour, the most lavish Chinese 
dinner. True or not. that is the 
story of “The Lardners ' The 
hunger is simply to know more, 
much more, about Ring 
Lardner than his talented son 
has served up in this otherwise 
sumptuous feast. 

The original Ring, baseball 
writer, humorist, piano player, 
father of a remarkable, all-boy 
tribe, was clearly a wonderful 
character who, even now, 43 
.years after his premature 
death, must qualify as a man s 
man to be known and 
cherished. 

laconic, sardonic, sentimen¬ 
tal. curiously conservative, a 
perfectionist, an altogether 
marvellous writer within the 
limits he allowed himself. Ring 
was a delight, if sometimes a 
bit of a trial lor his lamily. in 
everything he did and wrote. 
No one who reads this book can 
esr-ape (he feeling that he was 
a man to know 

Sherwood Anderson perhaps 
said It best in remembering a 
session with Ring in New 
Orleans He wrote; 

"There was something loose 
and tree in the little room How 
shall I describe it'.' It was King 
What we all felt tor him was 
warm affection ... We poured 
it over him as we poured the 
wine down our throats We 
loved him. I cannot help think¬ 
ing It was a rich and rare even¬ 
ing in his life He laughed He 
talked He drunk the wine He 
told stories It was a good even¬ 
ing tor him It was something 
mure than that for the rest of 
us Two .years later, I was In 
the same little restaurant, and 
the chel, that fat Frenchman, 
came to my table I was alone 
and he brought a buttle of wine. 
He had come in from the 
kitchen and had on his white 
apron. He stood beside my 
table and poured wine for us 
both. To that man you brought 
here that time . . to Hing 
Lardner,' be said. Idling his 
glasa" 

Ring. Junior i he was always 
called Biir at home i gives us 
an admiring son s tribute to his 
father, a sell-eltacing and low- 
key assessment of the great 
man. but. since he has a 
broader tale to tell, this is nut 
the lull-dress biography that a 
memorable man deserves 

He doi'uments Ring's patri¬ 
cian, American-as-apple pie 
background i "Yes, 1 knew 
hunger as a boy," he once 
joked with an interviewer, 
and I always went straight to 
a restaurant I and traces his 
lite and his impact upon his 
tamily until, at the age ol 48, 
booze and tuberculosis com¬ 
bined to write an untimely end 
to his career 

rhal he was one of the most 
widely read and widely quoted 
oi the newspapermen ol his 
day, a master of idiom to rival

John 0 Hara and extravagantly 
praised as such hy Mencken, is 
touched upon but lightly by 
Ring, Junior. 

It must be said. too. that 
there are not nearly enough ex¬ 
amples ol Rings genius to 
satisfy the hungry reader, 
though mwh of that shines 
through in the existing letters 
that he wrote and in the many 
columns that dealt with his 
family lile A characteristical¬ 
ly warm comment was his 1023 
relerence to his son. David 
It am t no secret by this 
time that I am the father of 
tour boys and I have made it a 
rule that as soon as each of 
them got to be seven years old I 
would cease from kissing him 
good night as boys of such ad¬ 
vanced age don t relish being 
kissed by parents of their own 
sex. Weil three of them have 
been over (he age limit lor 
some time and I only had one 
left on who to vent my os- 
cularatory affection namely 
David who was six years old in 
March Lately I noticed that he 
did not return my caress with 
any warmth and one night he 
held out his hand to shake like 
the other boys and then ran up¬ 
stairs and told his brothers 
gloatingly that he had escaped 
daddy's good night kiss. 
Naturally this remark was 
repeated to me and naturally it 
meant the end as far as I am 


concerned being a man of great 
pride and I suppose in lime the 
wound will heal but hardiv an 
evening passes when I don't 
kind of wish down in my heart 
tliat one ol them had been a 
daughter " 

But Ring. Junior, resisting 
the invitation to quote al length 
from his father s works, re¬ 
mains faitlilul to hiB deter¬ 
mination to write a per¬ 
sonalized taftiily history, and. 
cliche though it may be, the 
result can only be called heart¬ 
warming. 

He is, in fact, the sole sur¬ 
vivor of that remarkable clan, 
since three of his gifted 
brothers ("a mass of 
masculinity." as Ellis 
Lardner, the mother, 
observed) have died before 
their time. Like Ring, Junior, 
who has had a distinguished 
career as a screenwriter, the 
three brothers were writers in 
the mould of their father, so 
much so that Ring, Senior, 
semi-seriously complained. 
“Isn't somebody in this family- 
going to do something else? ' 

John, the eldest, an out¬ 
standing columnist and war 
correspondent — this reviewer 
used to dream wistfully ol 
writing just half as well - died 
of heart disease six weeks 
before his forty-eighth birth¬ 
day. Jim. who interrupted his 
own writing career to fight in

the Spanishcivil war. was the 
last .Amencan volunteer with 
the Republicans and was also 
one of the last to be killed in ac¬ 
tion David, -also a war cor¬ 
respondent. was killed when 
his jeep hit a German mine¬ 
field in (X'tober of 11144 

Ring. Junior, tells in fond 
detail the story of these three 
brilliant brothers who. by 
themselves, might make an 
engrossing book He limits his 
own story, modestly, to an ac¬ 
count of his 1948 war with the 
United States dementia known 
as McCarthyism in which he 
endured a year in jail and the 
infamous Hollywood blacklist 
because ol his refusal to say 
that he was a communist ihe 
was. It turns out. but now calls 
himself a socialist). 

He writes of his answer to J. 
Parnell Thomas — later to go 
to jail, himself, lor political 
fraud: “I could answer the way 
you want. Mr Chairman, but 
I d hale myself in Ih^ mor¬ 
ning Later, the winner of two 
Academy Awards, one of them 
for the screenplay of M-A-S-H, 
Hing, Junior, didn't mind jail 
at all and writes ol “that 
serenity that comes with 
freedom from responsibility." 

“The Lardners' is just as 
relaxed and amiable as that at¬ 
titude. an allectionate and 
deserved tribute to a family 
who, quite apart from talent, 
were wholly admirable. U the 
reader finds himself hungering 
for more about the father (hen 
he'll just have to wait for Ifcal 
book. 
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Just over a year ago Daphne du Maurler 
published Golden Lads, a study of that 
mysterious Elizabethan Anthony Bacon and 
the brilliant circle In which he lived. In my 
review (Dec. 21.197S) 1 said that, “For me. 
by far the most interesting aspect of this book 
is a side issue: was Francis Bacon (Anthony's 
younger brother) the author of the plays at¬ 
tributed to Shakespeare?” 

After drawing attention to her adroitly 
placed hints I closed with the hope “that she 
will fed impelled to explore the matter 
further.” 

I should have known better, like knowing 
(hat the artful Miss du Maurier had this in 
mind all along and that Golden Lads was 
merely the Introduction, the acenesetter, to 
an even more absorbing book, the just- 
published The Winding Stair, a study of the 
rise and fall of Francis Bacon. 

The books are clearly meant to be read as 
companion volumes and to ensure that this is 
done Miss du Maurier daringly omits 
background from The Winding Stair and 
opens with Francis Bacon, at 40. obeying 
Queen Elizabeth's command to speak for the 
Cramt at the treason trial of the Earl of Es¬ 
sex, close friend and confidant of both the 
Bacon brothers. 

Much as he loved Essex, his affection for 
the Crown, which he held paramount after 
God, was greater and his oratory was largely 
Instrumental in sending the earl to the Mock. 

Elizabetb rarely missed an oppbrtunify to 
make use of talent and yet ^con, gifted 
orator, both in court and the House of Com¬ 
mons. author of brilliant and profound 
philosophical works and, without question, 
the greatest intellect of his day, remained a 
struggling, debt-plagued barrister, unable to 
Irreak into court circles. 

Ihe reason was that the queen had been 
convinced by her chief minister, Robert 
Cecil, that the Essex connection made Bacon 
untrustworthy. In reality, Cecil feared 
Bacon, who was his first cousin, and would 
brook no rivalry. 

The rest is history Bacon remained out In 
the cold until the next reign, that of James, 
when he became in turn Solicitor-General. 
Attorney-General. Lord Keeper of the Great 
Seal and Lord Chancellor. After the rise, the 
fall. Accused of corruption, he was Im¬ 
prisoned briefly in the Tower and stripped 
forever of his high office. 

During all this period, and indeed to the 
•nd of his life. Bacon produced a stream of

books which were to have a marked influence 
on later generations of scientists and thinkers 
for, like Leonardo, he was a man well ahead 
of his time. 

Many accounts of his life and work have 
been written for scholars but never, until 
now, has anyone so well illuminated Bacon's 
remarkaMe, many-sided personality for the 
man in the street. 

Daphne du Maurier has made a profound 
study of Bacon's writings and her a(tairatlon 
for the man's work, allied to her marvellous 
gifts of imagination and perception, has led 
her to write more than a biography. The 
Winding Stair is a meeting of minds, those of 
author and subject, and the result is intellec¬ 
tually stimulating 

IWolhirds of the way through the book we 
read. “It is not intended here to enter into a 
long and tedious argument as to whether Wil¬ 
liam Shakespeare was indeed the author of all 
the thirty-six plays published under his name 
In the First Folio" 

This is a nice du Maurier touch because at 
Intervals in the preceding narrative she has 
succeeded in building a strong case for belief 
that not only did Bacon contribute some of the 
themes, picks, scenes and speeches for plays 
which the actor-playwright then wove into the 
necessary form for dramatic presentation, 
but that Baron was in fact the author of the 
sonnets. 

In a letter to the poet John Davies. Bacon 
ends with. “So desiring you to be good to con¬ 
cealed poets .. .” and Miss du Maurier com- 
menLs. “So it was not only his closest as¬ 
sociates who knew how he sometimes spent 
his leisure hours . . " 


In Bacon's The Advancement of Learning 
occurs the phrase. “It were too long to go 
over the particular remedies which learning 
doth minister to all the diseases of the mind" 
Familiar? Of course. "Canst thou not 
minister to a mind diseas'd. Pluck from the 
memory of a rooted sorrow.” occurs In 
Macbeth, performed a year after puMication 
of The Advancement of Learning 

jp the same work Bacon wrote. “So in 
medicining of the mind, which are not other 
than the perturbations and distempers of the 
affections ..and two pages later, “Is not 
the opinion of Aristotle worthy to be 
regarded, where in he saith that young men 
are not fit auditors of moral philosophy, 
because they are not settled from the boiling 
heal of their affections, nor attempered with 
time and experience?" 

Who said the same in verse? Why, Hector, 
in Troilus and Cressida — published four 
years later : 

Not much 

Dnlike young men, whom Aristotle 
thought 

rnfit to tieare Moral Philosophic 

The Reasons you alledge, so more con¬ 
duce 

To the hot passion of distemp'red blood. 

Then to make up a free determination 

'Twixt right and wrong. 

Elsewhere In The Advancement of Learn¬ 
ing Bacon says. “It is not good to stay too 
long In the theatre", and the entire work con¬ 
cludes with. “I have been content to tune the 
instruments of the Muses, that they may play 
that have better hands ' 


There are many more intrluing hints in 
the du Maurier book, not the Tepst tte - 
postscript to a letter written to Bacon by hla 
lifelong friend Tobie Matthew: “The most 
prodigious wit, that ever I knew of my nation, 
and of this side of the sea, is of your 
Lordship's name though he be known by 
another.” (Bacon, then lord chancellor, had 
become Lord St. Alban.). 

As interesting as that cryptic postscript Is 
the fact that the volume of |kays — the First 
Folio — was printed in 1622, after Bacon's 
disgrace, and when bis fortunes were at their 
lowest ebb. 

Why had no attempt been made, asks Miss 
du Maurier, to collect and publish the 36 plays 
immediately after Shakespeare's death seven 
years earlier? Why indeed? 

In an age when there was no specialized 
leaming as there is today. Bacon's infinitely 
complex mind tar su^ssed those of his con- 
tem^raries: the politician, the scholar, the 
philosopher, the scientist, the lawyer, the es¬ 
sayist, the deviser of masques and entertain¬ 
ments — a man with so many facets to his 
character must have bewildered his contem¬ 
poraries. who would recognize one aspect and 
not another, believing tbe one they saw to be 
the whole man. 

Hence, perhaps, the dislike, even the fear, 
of those in his own day who did not unders¬ 
tand him. and the incredulity of succeeding 
generations. To counter this we have the ad¬ 
miration, even the adulation, of his close 
friends, echoed in our own time by the more 
extravagant claims that have been made 
about him. 

Ardent Baconians, of whom I am one. will 
delight in the sympathetic and brilliant 
portrait of Bacon in The Winding Stair (“All 
rising to great place is by a winding staire" —

They will also welcome Daphne du 
Maurier to their ranks in the fond hope that 
having got her feet wet she will now plunge 
right in and explore the matter fully, in¬ 
cluding the interesting fact that the great let¬ 
ter writer and gossip. John Chamberlain, 
who wrote about everyone worth knowing in 
court, social and theatrical circles, especially 
Ben Jonson. never once mentioned 
Shakespeare.

Jules Verne: A Prophet of The Times 


“Hie man who invented Uh 
future,” as Jules Verne hai 
been called, was born in 1828 
In the primly provincial Frenct 
town of Nantes. His father, s 
staid but kindly lawyer. In 
tended his son to follow In his 
own conventional steps. But 
Jules had been born a dreamer. 

At 11. entranced by the 
prospect of far places and high 
adventure, he ran away to sea 
— only to be fetched Ig- 
nominiously home the next 
day. And that, conventionally 
considered, was the first and 
last real adventure of the great 
adventure-writer's Ufe. 

True, his childho^ love of 
the sea endured, and many 
years later he was to voyage 
around Europe and North 
Africa in his private yacht, 
belatedly visiting many places 
he had already written about. 
But no earth-bound vessel 
could serve him as well as that 
visionary imagination, solidly 
ballasted by reams of facts 
garnered In the course of 
meticulously detailed 
research, which bore him free¬ 
ly outwards on his long series 
of fictional "Voyages Extraor- 
dinaires.” 

And so, necessarily, this ab¬ 
sorbing biography by his 


grandson, Jean Jules-Veme. is 
concerned less with its sub¬ 
ject's relatively uneventful life 
than with his writings. But 
what writings! Verne lived in 
the heroic age of science and 
technology, and no author has 
better ca|kured its vaulting 
spirit. No matter that his 
machinery is sometimes 
almost laughably old- 
fashioned Ihe spirit animating 
it still soars, and can still grasp 
and hold youthful imaginations 
even in our own technologically 
over-sophisticated era 

Early In life, Verne grew 
convinced that literature was 
his true vocation. At 20 he went 
to Paris, purportedly to study 
law, and was promptly adopted 
into the literary coterie of the 
elder Dumas. Over the next 
few years the stage-struck 
youth churned out numerous 
“insipid" plays and comic- 
opera libretti — several of 
which were actually staged, 
and proved modestly succes¬ 
sful. 

Meanwhile, his interest was 
increasingly captured by the 
burgeon!^ sciences of his day. 
Systematically, he set about 
studying them — first 
geography, then physics and 
mathematics. These studies

led him, at 34. to embark on his 
first novelistic venture. Five 
Weeks in a Balloon, a romance 
of African exploration which he 
submitted in 1863 to the famous 
publisher, George Hetzel. 

Hetzel was enthusiastic — so 
much so that he offered Verne 
a contract to produce three 
more such volumes each year, 
for a fee only a token 75 francs 
less than he paid to such well- 
established writers as Balzac 
and George Sand. Naturally, 
Verne accepted. Over the 
remaining 43 years of his life, 
he wrote more than 100 
volumes for Hetzel and his suc¬ 
cessors, among them such en¬ 
during classics as Around the 
World in Eighty Days, Twenty 
Thousand Leagues Under the 
Sea. and A Journey to the 
Centre of the Earth. 

In 1890, Verne pithily sum¬ 
med up the ambitious scheme 
that underlay these “Extraor¬ 
dinary Voyages" — “to com¬ 
plete my own vision of the 
world in novel form" He suc¬ 
ceeded. By the time he died, 
there was literally no place on 
earth where his questing im¬ 
agination had not carried him. 
Canada alone served as setting 
for no less than three (admit¬ 
tedly minor) novels: The Fur 
Country, A Family Without a 
Name, and The Golden 


Volcano. Moreover, he had also 
ventured bravely beyond the 
protective envelope of the at¬ 
mosphere — most notably In 
his strikingly prophetic From 
the Earth to the Moon. 

Consciously and deliberately, 
. Verne cast himself as publicist 
and propagandist for the new 
science and technology. His 
greatest theme, typical of his 
age. was “man's obligation 
to dominate nature, which 
otherwise oppresses him.” 
From this oppression, Veme 
believed, technology alone 
could set us free. “He dreamed 
the dream of a society In which 
industry would be a benefactor 
of all mankind.” 

Yet. for all his romantic faith 
In the promise of mechaniza¬ 
tion, Veme was no simple- 
minded technocrat. His fre¬ 
quent satirical caricatures of 
gung-ho English imperialists 
and go-getting Yankee busines- 
smen are light-hearted 
manifestations of his deeply 
serious concern over the exces¬ 
ses of colonialist exploitation 
and conscience-free commer¬ 
cialism. “That underground 
revolutionary.” Verne was 
labelled by critic Pierre 
Louys: and he incorporated 
much of himself into his 
greatest creation. Captain 
Nemo — a Iwilliant, brooding 


visionary, relentlessly driven 
by an abiding hatred of oppres¬ 
sion and Injustice. 

As he aged, Veme grew in¬ 
creasingly dominated by the 
dark side of his nature. “He 
felt the world moving away 
from him,” observes his 
grandson.'^'laklng a new turn¬ 
ing which he did not understand 
and which left him grimly 
alone.” His novels grew 
somberly pessimistic — bitter 
indictments of the thoughtless 
greed of those financiers who 
had taken command of the 
potentially liberating forces of 


industry, and callously 
redirected it towards their own 
unfeeling ends. 

At the last, broken in health. 
Veme drove himself desperate¬ 
ly to complete the darkest of 
his fables. The Barsac Mission, 
a vision of (he ultimate 
perversion of science in the 
service of an evil dictator. 

He finished it early in 1906. 
•Shortly before he died at the 
age of 78 — an enfeebled old 
man. his failing voice un¬ 
heeded. but a true prophet to 
the very end.

At Last, Doris Is Taken Seriously

ThrM or four jwart ago II 
3 rou'<l been Ulklnf MTlously 
•bout American movlei ukI 
ra'd brought up the lobject of 
borii Day, you might have 
been taught out of the conver- 
aation. Recently though. In 
Take One. a email, energetic 
Journal devoted to critical 
writing about film. Ihe waa 
described as "America's 
Favorite Misunderstood Com¬ 
modity.” Doris Day has. rather 
suddenly, become an Item, an 
In-figure, someone “worthy” 
of the consideration of film 
critics and historians. 

Who was she. really? Her 
fans saw her as a cheerful, sun¬ 
ny personality, endowed with a 
certain healthy seguallty; a 
solid endorsement for the vir¬ 
tues of middleclass American 
life. The critics, on the other 
hand, tended to underrate her 
skill.s as an actress and to play 
up their image of her as the 
overblown Pollyanna. the 

? oody-two-shoes of musicals, 
he superannuated virgin of 
aexless sex comedies. 

But the sunny virgin was just 
one side of her screen 
character. Even though she 
always personified the 
squeaky-clean, outdoors type, 
she was. in her working woman 
roles, challenging the notion 
that American woman's 
destiny was to marry, live hap¬ 
pily ever after, and disappear 
Into the fantasy of American 
middleclass life. Many of Ihe 
women she played were am¬ 
bitious and self-reliant, and 
when, as a character, she went 
out to work, she did It berau.se 
she could use the money, she 
wasn’t just looking for a man. 

Between 19M and IWB, Doris 
Day made 39 movies. In the 
first years, she was mainly a 
musical lead; after 1953 and 
Young At Heart, with Frank 
Sinatra and Ethel Barrymore, 
she was a star. Even In her last 
films, she continued to play 
heroines who were sharp, sexy, 
and still in the running as far as 
men were concerned'"Her 20

years as a leading lady is one of 
the longest In the business for a 
female star. 

How Doris Day survived 
those 20 years in the public eye, 
and at the same time balanced 
a tumultuous private life, is the 
subject of Doris Day . Her Own 
Story, co-authored by A. E. 
Hotchner. The book Is 
autobiographical In form, and 
toiterspers^ with Interviews 


with friends and associates. 
Because she has an almost 
pathologiral aversion to discus¬ 
sing her films, the focus trf the 
book is almost entirely on her 
personal and business 
relationships, and on the evolu-.^ 
lion of her particular 
philoeophy of life. 

Her story reads like a clas¬ 
sic Hollywood screenplay. A 
serious accident In her early

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teens turned her from a 
promising dancing eareer to 
singing with the big bands — 
Bob Crosby and his Bobcats, 
snd Les Brown. At 17, she was 
married to a tromboiic player 
with a dekyll and Hyde jwr- 
sonallty. Divorced from him at 
It, and with a baby son to care 
for. she continued to sing with 
Les Brown, and almost im¬ 
mediately fell In love with 
another musician. This mar- 
Tiage lasted only a few months, 
•no she was divorced again in 
1949. That same year, she 
made her first film. Romance 
On The High Seas, with 
Michael CbrUx. Die film was a 
auccesa. and Warner Brothers 
offered her a contract. 

Three years later, hi true 
HoOywood fashion, she mar¬ 
ried her agent. Marty Melcher. 
Third time lucky? Maybe They 
remained together until his 
_ death In 1969 when she dis- 
’covered that he and their 
lawyer had swindled her of 
most of her earnings, and the 
IRS of some 9400,000 in bark 
taxes. In 1970. while she 
worked on the case against her 
lawyer, and went to court over 
the question of the unpaid 
taxes, her son, a record 
producer, was called to testify 
for the prosecution In the 
Sharon Tate murder trial, and 
It was rsvealed that he too had 
been marked for death by the 
Maison family. For months, 
she and her son lived with 
budy-guar^and police sur¬ 
veillance. FlMlly, In 1974. Hie 
laywor, Jerome Rosenthal, 
waa brought to trial, and 
ordered to pay her overga mil¬ 
lion dollars In damages. 

What counts In Doris Day's 
life is the ability to survive. She 
has made It through the private 
tragedies'With the help of the 
principles of the Christian 
Science faith Which she says 
she has modified to fit her own 
convictions. ‘Tvedevelopedan 
Inner strength on which I can 
rely ... the success 1 care 
•b^ Is in knowing how to deal 
with situations, in not allowing 


Food That's Waiting to Be Gathered 


Here are two excellent 
lowpriced books on the in¬ 
creasingly popular anti- 
inflationary hobby of collecling 
wild foods 

As Russ Mohney says In his 
preface to Why Wild EMibles? 
"There is a whole world of new 
and exciting tastes no farther 
than tho nearest woodlot or 
open space dotm the block.” 

These are useful books for 
Ihe backpacker Ured of Ibe 
taste of cardboard, the cook 
looking for conversation-piece 
recipes for an elegaal dinner 
party and anyone budget- 
conscious who wants to eat 
well away from the super¬ 
market. 

Why Wild Edibles? Is the 
nost comprehensive book on 
the subject I have seen It tells 
where to find nearly 100 easy- 
to-collect plants west of Ihe 
Rockies; describes them in 
words, clearly distinctive line 
drawings, and photographs; 
gives interesting anecdotes 
about how they were used by 
native Indians and early set¬ 
tlers; and explains how each 
part of the plant can be used in 
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the field and in the kitchen. 
Another remarkable feature is 
a nutrition table for 22 common 
species. The author believes 
that Ihe nutritional value of 
wild plants is higher than that 
of their domestic counterparts. 
He warns, though, that the 
forager should identify correct¬ 
ly every plant before be eats It 
and draws attention to the look- 
alikes. 

The common dandelion, 
which contains a considerable 
amount of vitamin A, could 
from a written description be 
confused with the noxious 
tansy ragwort, and the smaller 
cow- parsnips with Ihe 
poisonous water hemlocks. 

Written In an easy, conver¬ 
sational style, n Is as enjoyable 


a cookbook as you can And. 
Who could resist such dishes as 
Butter Balsam Bubbles, Craw- 
daddy Dandy. HeUnqwppin, 
Baa-Baa Krantkopf, Grande’s 
Leeky Pie. Li’l Stinker Dintier? 

Among the many mushroom 
books on tbe market. The 
Savory Wild Mushroom, by 
Margaret McKenny, Is one of 
the best. It Is a handy field 
guide to 159 species arranged in 
major groupings Iboletes, 
chanterelles, gllled 
mushrooms, puffballs, 
polypores, spine, coral and jel¬ 
ly fungi, cup, helvellas and 
morel fungi) and is accom¬ 
panied by clear black and white 
photographs and in 94 cases by 
colour plates. It covers

anything In my life to get out of 
hand.” 

Surviving 29 years as a super¬ 
star took different tactics. 
Instead of trying to adapt 
herself to the autUenee's ehan^ 
ing tastes.

DMa 
Day Is a rarity among screen 
actresses, and for that, she 
deserves more than just left- 
handed compliments.

Although there Is a chapter 
with more gourmet recipes like 
('hanterelles with Eggplant, 
Baked Sparassis. Weaned Rus¬ 
sula. Toumedoa Woodland or 
Spreading Hydnum Oriental, 
Pellegrini believes the less 
sqphistlcated preparation is 
the best.
